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HOLY CARTEL 
And other editorials by KENNETH LESLIE 


One of the large radio networks recently gave out an instruction to com- 
mentators that cartels were not news anymore, also notifying them to “lay off” 
of Standard Oil because “they give us plenty of business.” In these instructions 
we can see the part played in the development of cartel economy by what are 
called “public relations.”” In order to regularize itself in the eyes of the public 
the cartel has leaned heavily upon people and organizations known as public 
relations experts and institutions hired for the purpose and feeding press and 
radio with “good-will” items as well as upon philanthropic foundations which 
belong to the cartel members themselves. Philanthropic foundations serve the 
same purpose. 

These usual procedures might have been adequate had cartel economy been 
able to win its way throughout the world in an orderly manner. The last thing 
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the cartels wanted was war. For was not war just another species of competi- 
tion? And was not competition the very thing the cartel was introduced to do 
away with? 3 

When war interrupted the peaceful cartelization of the world there devel- 
oped the danger that the people of the world who are after all the actual buyers 
and sellers and makers of the world’s goods should take a violent dislike to the 
whole cartel system and smash it. This danger could only be avoided by a super 
public relations institution. This the cartel has found in the various ecclesias- 
tical organizations. 

But first a word in general about the cartel and its relation to this war. 

If we interpret this war and the will of the main contestants in this war in 
terms of economics that does not mean that we believe mankind is a prisoner 
forever of a particular system of economics. Mankind has learned how eco- 
nomics controls him, and through that very knowledge he has in turn learned 
to control the economic system under which he lives and to, mold it according 
to his sense of values. \f he values individual well-being (his own) at the 
expense of others, he will seek one sort of economy. If he values social well- 
being (everybody’s), he will seek a different sort of economy. His economics 
is the fruit of his faith. By his fruits we shall know him. 

At the present stage of economic development when technology is prac- 
tically forcing wealth upon mankind we are expressing these two different 
senses of value in two great systems of economy: The Anglo-American-German- 
Japanese system of cartel economy on the one hand and on the other hand the 
Soviet Socialist system. No intermediate faith (such as the Scandinavian faith 
in consumers’ cooperation) is able to make any effective bid for power. 

It should be remembered by those who think we are defending capitalism 
that the great era of capitalism has come to an end. Capitalism as we use the 
term means free enterprise or free competition. During the period of geo- 
graphic and the early stages of technical expansion capitalism flourished. Today 
we live in an age of cartels, which are agreements in restraint of free com- 
petition. Cartels are capitalism without free competition, Hamlet without 
Hamlet. Cartels are out to kill competition and free enterprise. They are 
symptoms of a freezing economy and call for political refrigeration which in 
turn makes it necessary to lull or astound the people in a state of acceptance. 
This cold war proceeds apace. 

Cartels are the inevitable result of /azssez-faire plus invention. The mind 
~ of man had so swiftly outrun the hand of man that it became necessary to pool 

and control the myriad patents and processes which threatened to revolutionize 
the whole world of making and buying and selling. 

There is a sense in which the dream of the /aissez-faire economists has come 
true. Free competition, when it was really free and unhindered by government 
interference, in the tussle for economic power naturally gave the advantage to 
the strong. And strong economic units, once established, rolled up their power 
cumulatively. The snowball became an avalanche. Big business came on the 
* scene. Of course there were still plenty of snowballs accompanying the aval- 
anche. Little business was not obliterated; indeed little businesses often mul- 
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tiplied and the play of competition was permitted to go on among them, but 
they became subservient to the cartel non-competitive arrangements which char- 
acterize our economy as a whole. 

And now let us return to the super public relations job. 

Cartel money pays the piper who is the minister, priest or rabbi, or all three 
together, the inter-faith trio. Many of these gentlemen of the cloth have had 
much practice in double talk which after all is the language of “public rela- 
tions’, is indeed the very function of “public relations.” 

Double talk is saying one thing and meaning another. It is of course best 
done by those who believe they mean what they say even although they have 
no possible way of implementing their promises. But whether or not they know 
what they are doing their function is to fool the people into believing one thing 
while quite another thing is in preparation for them. Hitler of course springs 
to mind. He promised peace and socialism to the people of Germany and 
brought them instead war and Fascism. 

Hitler did no mean job on the European people, lining up as he did line up 
both creedless wealth and wealthy creeds on his side and flaunting before the 
world’s eyes one of the greatest “public relations” triumphs of all time, the 
Concordat with the Vatican. Hitler knew what public relations counsels must 
always know: who would appease him and why they would appease him. He 
knew what he had to sell: an anti-Bolshevik Europe. He knew who would buy: 
all those elements in Europe who might lose prestige and power in a bol- 
shevized Europe, the Chamberlains, the Geddes’, the Runcimans, the Normans, 
and all their multitudimous hangers-on of press, radio, pulpit and lecture-hall. 

Hitler lined them up. The enemy cartels were his “hidden ally”, their 
“public relations” his secret weapon, their terror of a democratic economy his 
“fifth column.” 

The same thing has been going on here. We have all been victims of it. 
Today, as I write, Archbishop Spellman to whose authority as head of the rich- 
est ecclesiastical seat in the world has been added over the past few years a 
tremendous “‘build-up” in the press, comes out in Coller’s magazine with .a 
pious coat of white-wash for General Franco of Spain, a man who has earned 
for himself more honest hatred than even Hitler. No, not hatred. Contempt. | 
This is an abhorrent spectacle, but it is nothing new. It is part and parcel of an 
achievement in deception which antedates Hitler, outdoes Hitler and will post- 
date Hitler. 

Our liberal commentators have acted out their ignoble role with an in- 
genuity and skill which are diabolic because of their specious appeal to “fair- 
mindedness”, ‘‘the liberal tradition” etc. They talk a specially refined sort of 
double talk. Last March we commented on Archbishop Francis Spellman thus: 
“Time magazine calls the American Francis anti-Fascist as a Red soldier and 
democratic as baseball or ice cream. Undoubtedly Time magazine will be happy 
to correct this error after Time Marches On and its smart compliment will have 
smoke-screened the devious flittings of the dainty servant of Vatican intrigue.” 
That is the trouble. When the “liberals” wake up it will be too late. History 
will reveal them as the Camouflage Corps of the Fascist army. As for Spellman 
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there is no special necessity for being polite to this valuable adjutant of the 
latest attempt of the Papacy to sell itself as an indispensable ally of cartelism. 
It is to be hoped that the number of true liberals like Edgar Ansel Mowrer and 
Cecil Brown, who have recently become fed up with their role of equivocation, 
will increase rapidly in the near future so that the people may have a voice 
once more even if it become necessary to take to the woods and cellars like the 
underground freedom stations in Europe. 

The whole line of double talk: ““Non-Intervention’’, “Neutrality”, “Justice”, 
“Religion”, meaning zvtervention, war, injustice, irreligion, was given an added 
twist which will rank among the great lies of history: the Commu-Nazi lie. 

Roosevelt and Hull have been manoeuvred into the tragic chain of positions 
where they found themselves betraying the people of Spain, Czechoslovakia, 
France, and now Italy. These statesmen know that history is right now marking 
them down as heroes or as poltroons. They want to be heroes. But forever they 
find themselves outwitted by circumstances over which they have no control. 
They lose their equanimity when an inkling gets through to the public of their 
embarrassing predicament, and well they may, for their critics rarely understand 
a tithe of the pressure they are under, the choices they are forced to make “‘to 
get on with the war.” 

Yet the future of mankind may rest with some of these critics (Drew Pear- 
son for instance) who, perhaps lacking a complete understanding of the inter- 
weaving historical forces which converge upon the poor heads of our respon- 
sible statesmen, blurt right out the obvious comment of their common sense. 
If only this common sense could be made to break through the complicated 
tangle of political, military, and economic expediency, the world would be 
saved. There would no doubt be hell to pay for a while but the world would 
be saved. The Russians do break through these complicated tangles on both the 
diplomatic and military fronts. Forever they do the unexpected because un- 
complicated thing. At times they perform brilliant strokes of strategy; but more 
often they forego brilliance for honest forthright frontal attack. If our states- 
men could learn from this Russian simplicity, could trust the people of Europe, 
could trust the people of America, could openly and honestly break with their 
conniving past, they would win through as heroes and champions of man’s 
historic struggle for freedom. 

For some time now there have been plenty of signs that officials prominent 
in the organizational life of Judaism, Catholicism, and Protestantism have been 
going through a process of preparation for a public relations job in behalf of 
the world cartel system. 

Of course it goes without saying that many of these officials would not know 
what a cartel is, merely recognizing the word as one which nice people are 
reluctant to use. This innocence only makes them better salesmen for the double 
talk. Many young Nazis were quite as innocent. To quote Stephen Raushen- 
bush’s The March of Fascism, page 80: “By 1930 a vast majority of the students 
in the theological schools of Protestant Germany were wearing the Nazi em- 
blem.” This leads up to the recent inter-faith pronouncement featured in the 
press. This pronouncement calls for international institutions, both legal and 
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executive, which will assure “collective security”, “compulsory arbitration”, 
provision of an adequate standard of living for everybody in the world to 
replace ‘the present economic monopoly and exploitation of natural resources 
by privileged groups and states.” It also calls for steps towards provision “for 
the security of the family, the collaboration of all groups and classes in the 
interest of the common good, a standard of living for adequate self-develop- 
ment and family life, decent conditions of work, and participation by labor in 
decisions affecting its welfare.” I am quoting the concrete demands. In addition 
to these there are the usual unexceptionable generalities with regard to the 
moral law, the rights of the individual, such meaningless directives as ‘progress 
of undeveloped colonial or oppressed peoples toward (our italics) political 
responsibility” which it is said “must be the object of international concern.” 
Such exhortations remind one of the resolutions concerning Negro rights passed 
unanimously at lily white Christian conventions. 

There is not space to examine the document in detail. Its seven points are 
deceiving because they appear to promise revolution. They are as deceiving as 
the assurances by the cartel official to Henry Wallace the other day to the effect 
that cartel agreements should be registered and should be designed for an ex- 
pansive rather than a restrictive economy. The times are ticklish. The agents 
of restriction are using every means to advertise that they are really agents of 
expansion. Whipping the food from our sight and locking it away in the cup- 
board they cry: Joosen your belts folks, this is the age of abundance. And now 
they invite us to church ‘where we shall hear a million sermons on the seven 
points. But there is only one point we must grasp, not are the points good 
points or bad or indifferent points but who will press the points at the peace 
table! and who will get to the peace table by means of the points! 

There is no desire to withhold praise from many good people whose lives 
and thoughts have been so sheltered that they cannot realize the cruel implica- 
tions of this pious cant, But in the interest of the coming generations of the 
world’s children, in the interest of a free happy creative existence for those 
children we must protest with all our might against the use of decent devoted 
Christian and Jewish groups by and for cartel feudalism. 

One of the most sinister features of this united faith proclamation is the 
enthusiasm displayed for it by the Jesuit magazine America which prints the 
statement in full with the signature of Edward Mooney, Father Coughlin’s 
bishop and the head of Catholic Action in America along with those of many 
other archbishops and bishops. It is flanked by two editorials commending it 
in the highest manner. 

America says: “The first requisite for peace is Order. In fact, every leader 
speaks of the ‘order’ he proposes to create. The first point (of the pronounce- 
ment) goes directly to the root of the matter by declaring that the only assured 
basis of a world order is the Law of God. A collection of separate sovereign- 
ties, each independent of any control, cannot be called ordered. There must be 
an Orderer, a Sovereign higher than any earthly sovereign—and that Sovereign 
is God. Unless there is a Law to which states must submit and which they 
cannot throw off at will, there is no stable world order. The Law cannot rest 
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on material force; for the law that rests on force is no stronger than the force 
it rests on. Only when the nations have a ‘practical recognition’ of the sov- 
ereignty of God and the supremacy of the moral law can they advance surely 
along the road to peace.” This means that the juridical order which is to be 
the basis of a just peace will be the order of the Papacy, the vice regency of 
God on earth. 

“The Declaration”, says America, “is not even in the proper sense of the 
word, a ‘joint statement’. But it is a clear response to our present Holy Father’s 
‘appeal to the conscience of the world’, spoken to all humanity (Christmas, 
1942).” America says further, “The proclamation of these truths places upon 
all men a grave responsibility for their fulfilment. This responsibility rests most 
heavily upon those who by reason of their position and influence can most 
easily see these aims effected. But it rests in a proportionate measure upon all 
men, and to Catholics above all falls the duty of providing the spiritual leader- 
ship in the moral combat for a just world. The Seven Points are not compiled 
merely to be dreamed over. Our responsibility will not have been fulfilled until 
we have, through study, fully grasped their meaning for ourselves, spread the 
knowledge of them, and seen that our elected representatives follow their 
direction when they apply themselves to working out the concrete problems 
of peace.” 

Since the Jews and the Protestants are not organized politically whereas the 
Roman Catholics are so organized and since the Jews and Protestants have no 
ambitions to sit at the peace table as representatives of religions, and since the 
Pope is the only minister of religion who is at the same time the head of a state 
it is not difficult to see that if this declaration is to be brought to the peace table 
it will be brought there by a representative of the Papacy. The demand for 
the Pope at the peace table has been echoing and reechoing throughout the 
parochial press of this continent and we can rest assured that all possible 
political pressure is being brought and will be brought to that end. 

The Pope, antagonist extraordinary of the Soviet economy, will be in the 
best position possible to defend and sanctify the only rival of that economy. 

This is the plan. Will it succeed? If so it will be a great victory for the 
cartels and it will mean an anti-Soviet war after this war. 


SECOND THOUGHTS ON THE SECOND FRONT 


—If we had wanted to get back to Dunkirk as desperately as we 
once wanted to get away from there we could have done it. 


The people who want the Soviet Power weakened against the day of its 
total destruction are the very people who shout loudest in praise of the Red 
Army, even going to the extent of calling it “invincible.” The fact is the Red 
Army is not invincible. Russia can be beaten. Indeed Russia may be beaten yet. 
No nation is big enough to stand up against the whole world, and that is what 
Russia may be doing before this series of wars is over. It is important to keep 
this in mind because only thus can one realize the meaning of Russia’s call for 
a second front. 
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Her call has been the call of desperation reaching to despair. Millions of 
her people had been killed, more in Leningrad alone than the total Anglo- 
American losses. Great cities like Pittsburgh and Detroit had been taken. Vast 
farm lands as large as the whole Mississippi valley had been conquered and 
planted to feed the enemy. Her very vitals had been torn out. Courageous the 
Soviet people undoubtedly were, but very desperate. And in that desperation 
for two years they called and called and called again for a second front. It was 
no guid pro quo they wanted. They forbore any appeal based on their record 
during the shameful decade of Western collaboration with Fascism. The second 
front was simply a matter of life or death for them. Life or death for two long 
years. We refused to open it. Many times we gave them to understand that it 
would be done, and slowly it was branded into their consciousness that it would 
not be done during the crucial period of their life-and-death struggle. 

Then we opened an African front. That rubbed it in. General Mac- 
Naughton, chief of staff of the Canadian army, must be honored as the only 
war chief who publicly long ago stated that a second front across the English 
Channel could be successfully opened. The fact that the African front was 
opened, a vastly more complicated proceeding, proves that MacNaughton 
was right. 

If we had understood the horrible need of the Russian people, and had 
understood that that need was really our own need too, we would have made 
the attempt. The Dieppe raid was made with less than 8,000 men. With a loss 
of less than 4,000 men the town of Dieppe was penetrated. This would indicate 
that a force of 10 times that number could have established a bridge-head and 
a base of operations in France. If we had wanted to get back to Dunkirk as 
desperately as we once wanted to get away from there we could have done it. 

If this attack had been coordinated with Russia’s operations it is quite pos- 
sible that the war could have been won in 1942. But those who make the war 
are being manoeuvred to lose the peace. 

The refusal to open a second front was, in our opinion, a political rather 
than a military act. The opening of a second front, when it does come, will be 
a political as well as a military act. The opening of the African front and the 
attack on Italy were political no less than military acts. The political formula 
is military ‘‘expediency”, but the expediency is not military; it is not even 
political; it is expediency for big business. It is cartel expediency. For the 
cartels are afraid of the people, and of cartel-less Soviet Russia, so the cartels 
are interested in the defeat of the People’s Revolutions in Europe and in the 
greatest possible weakening of Soviet Russia. 

When we open a second front it is greatly to be feared that it will be after 
the general outlines of the conditions of German “unconditional surrender” 
have been established through negotiations now under way between agents of 
the super-national cartel system. Unless the European people can join forces 
with Russia and, with what help they can- get from the followers of Henry 
Wallace on this side of the water, smash the whole international cartel system 
the world will be plunged into a form of slavery unprecedented in history. 

We believe that the people of Europe, having been to school, have learned 
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their lesson. It is not war they fear, but a cessation of war which will bring to 
Europe a “peace” like the “peace” which Franco brought to Spain. Some of us 
may know what war is. But we know nothing of that thing far worse than war 
which came to Europe as the “New Order’ and can come again with a similar 
dazzling name for unspeakable tyranny. 

We have faith in the people of Europe and we call on all in the Americas 
who have such faith to let them know that we stand ready to help them in the 
hour of their new trial. At all risks to our lives and fortunes we must oppose 
the presently foretokened betrayal of Europe. Not a second front we must 
demand, but the front in behalf of Europe’s people. 


BEWARE HULLS BEARING SFORZAS 


Count Carlo Sforza, after arranging with Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
and Assistant Secretary Adolf A. Berle for his return to Italy, told a New 
York Times reporter (October 1, 1943) “that Prime Minister Churchill’s pro- 
posal that Italy should rally around the Italian king shows that he is badly 
informed.” In the same interview the Count, quoting Benedetto Croce, the 
Italian philosopher, declared that “the Italian king and his family are ignoble.” 

Yet one day after this unequivocal statement, on October 2nd, the Asso- 
ciated Press carried another statement by Count Sforza in which he said that he 
“would support Marshal Badoglio as long as he enjoyed the confidence of the 
American and British Governments.” Lest his views be misconstrued, Count 
Sforza added that he “would consider it almost an act of treason to oppose the 
Badoglio Government” while it fights Germany. 

Sforza knows just as well as Gaetano Salvemini and G. A./Borgese that 
Badoglio, whom Mussolini made a marshal in 1927, is today what he has always 
been, a mercenary of the House of Savoy. Then why does the Senator-in-exile 
try to insult our intelligence by differentiating between the ignoble king and 
his court lackey ? 

Could it be that Washington and London no longer see eye to eye on the 
Italian situation? If that is so, Washington, disregarding Churchill’s protégé 
Victor Emanuel, may very well groom Badoglio as an Italian Giraud, and 
Count Sforza as a more pliant De Gaulle who would help make us forget 
Badoglio’s Fascist record. 

There is another, perhaps more significant, explanation of the selection of 
Count Sforza as the “liberal” preventor of a free people’s government in Italy. 
That is the Count’s anti-Soviet attitude, which makes him a safe candidate for 
the role of “liberator of the Italian people” which Secretary Hull is permitting 
him to play. It grows more apparent every day that the State Department's 
touchstone for acceptability as regards the issuance of visas to leaders-in-exile 
for their return to occupied territory is a definite anti-Soviet record. Whatever 
else they may be, these leaders, from the far Right to the far Left, must conform 
on this point. The case of Carlo Sforza brings additional evidence of our State 
Department's belief that anti-Fascism is a safe policy for Europe provided it is 
staunchly anti-Soviet. Count Sforza’s anti-Fascism made the grade. 
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THE CERVANTES' CASE 


On September 3, 1943, Allan Chase, author of Falan ge, published an article 
under the title Two Friends of Fascist Spain Run “Good Neighbor’ Journal. 
One of the two is Dr. Enrique J. Cervantes, then editor of America Clinica, 
a medical journal published under the auspices of the Inter-America Division 
of the New York Academy of Medicine. In his exposé Mr. Chase presented a 
letter on the stationery of America Clinica in which this builder of “‘inter- 
American good will” wrote: “I shall crack to pieces a bunch of dirty and filthy 
Jewish doctors.” 

Ten days later the New York Academy of Medicine discontinued publica- 
tion of America Clinica. The executive secretary of the Academy, realizing the 
futility of trying to answer Chase’s indictment of Dr. Cervantes, told the doctor 
to move out of the Academy’s building. 

But Dr. Cervantes’ case is too important to be closed in that way. The 
author of Falange could have told the gentlemen of the New York Academy 
of Medicine that there is available evidence to prove that Dr. Cervantes, who 
fought in the Fascist army on Franco’s side, actually holds a membership card 
in the Falange organization. He could also have presented witnesses who heard 
Dr. Cervantes exclaim enthusiastically that ‘‘National-Socialism is the solution 
for the world’s problems.” 

This case should not be shelved. If it is, the doctor, who unsuccessfully 
tried to obtain draft deferment, will be inducted into the American Army which 
has been established to fight Fascism. If that should happen, Dr. Cervantes 
would probably become an American citizen within three months (he has taken 
out his first papers). 

Dr. Cervantes’ ideas and loyalties would be out of place in an anti-Fascist 
army. Undoubtedly he would deny his faith in Franco. He would claim al- 
legiance to Col. Juan Beigbeder (see Allan Chase’s article, Franco’s Royalist 
Coup, in this issue) who poses as a pro-Ally interested in establishing a “demo- 
cratic monarchy” (sic) in Spain. 

The record is clear as to Dr. Cervantes’ Fascist and Falangist associations. 
The evidence is available. He should be summoned to a deportation hearing. 
The Department of Justice should act now, before Dr. Cervantes slips into the 
protective uniform of the American Army. 


THE NEW YORK TIMES AND THE PUBLIC INTEREST 


During the summer THE PROTESTANT TEXTBOOK COMMISSION completed 
preparations for an advertising campaign in the leading newspapers in this 
country. The advertisement, a full page, embodied a pledge (published in our 
September issue on page 11) by 1951 ministers in support of the work of 
the TEXTBOON CoMMISSION. The pledge was expressed in a simple statement 
to ‘undo by teaching and preaching the ill effects of previous false teaching.” 
The bulk of the space in this full page layout was filled with the signatures of 
some of the endorsers of the pledge. In accordance with our schedule we pub- 
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lished this advertisement in the Paterson Evening News on September 1, 1943 
and in the Gary Post-Tribune on September 22, 1943. 

This same advertisement carrying the identical copy and signatures was 
submitted to the New York Times in due order through the Knickerbocker 
Advertising Agency on October 7 for publication either October 11 or 13th. 
The following day, Mr. Joseph W. Gannon, of the Advertising Department 
of the New York Times advised Mr. Murnit, head of the Knickerbocker Ad- 
vertising Agency, that the advertisement of the TEXTBOOK COMMISSION was 
unacceptable to the New York Times. On October 9 Mr, Sanford Archibald, 
Secretary of the TEXTBOOK COMMISSION, telephoned Mr. Gannon to inquire 
why the advertisement had been rejected. Mr. Gannon who called himself 
“censor” of the Advertising Department explained: “We had looked into the 
matter very thoroughly and we felt that it was not in the public interest to 
accept any advertisement of the TEXTBOOK COMMISSION.” 

On September 19, the New York Times featured as the leading article of its 
magazine Section a piece signed by one Conrad Long. This article was written 
by Paul Scheffer, resident correspondent in America of Joseph Goebbels’ news- 
paper Das Reich. Paul Scheffer’s record as a representative of the Nazi regime 
in this country during the war was surely known to the publisher of the New 
York Times, yet he paid for an article by Scheffer and published it as the im- 
partial interpretation of “a close student of German affairs.” 

What standards of public interest does the New York Times use in its 
selection of news and advertisements? It pays for material written by Dr. 
Goebbels’ representative, by the man who was identified at the Moscow trials 
as a key agent of the German Military Intelligence. It rejects a paid advertise- 
ment of a statement signed by two thousand ministers pledging themselves to 
fight anti-Semitism. 


GOVERNMENT SPONSORED FASCISM 
THE STORY OF GEORGETOWN UNIVERSITY

—"The decay of spiritual values through the Renaissance and

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT and Sec- 

retary of State Cordell Hull waxed 
loudly indignant over Drew Pearson’s 
charges concerning the anti-Russian 
policy and sentiments of the State De- 
partment. Anyone who has kept half 
an eye on the comings and goings in 
the brownstone architectural monstros- 
ity on Pennsylvania Avenue where the 
foreign affairs of the U. S. are directed 
and followed the activities of the tight 
little bureaucracy which sits behind its 
doors can hardly question these 
charges. 

However, particularly concrete and 
interesting evidence of the anti-Rus- 
sian and anti-liberal mold in which our 
foreign policy is directed and in which 
our post-war plans for Europe are 
shaped is to be found in the School of 
Foreign Service at Georgetown Uni- 
versity, Washington, D. C. This school 
is a training ground for future U. S. 
diplomats. The ranks of our foreign 
service are staffed in good measure 
from its ranks. 

The nature of the training received 
at Georgetown by future U. S. foreign 
service men has never suffered the 
glare of publicity. Georgetown is a 
Roman Catholic University and its 
Foreign Service School, also a Roman 


- Catholic institution. 


At Georgetown there has now been 
established also one of the some 
twenty to twenty-five schools for mili- 
tary government and occupation work 
run by the Department of War. These 
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schools, in the words of Maj. Gen. 
Allen W. Gullion, Provost Marshal 
General, train their students ‘‘both as 
occupational police and as junior ad- 
ministrators in military government.” 
The military government that is to be 
set up in each area, the Provost Mar- 
shal General explained in a recent 
article, ‘is a sort of superstructure 
erected over the local government.” 

Teachers of the military special 
training courses at Georgetown Uni- 
versity are drawn from the staff of the 
School of Foreign Service. It can be 
assumed that the teaching in these 
courses is closely paralleled at the For- 
eign Service School. 

The principal lecturer at the George- 
town military school is Father Edmund 
A. Walsh who is also Vice Regent of 
the School of Foreign Service. Father 
Walsh is a Jesuit priest who distrib- 
uted papal relief in Russia in the early 
twenties and who denounced as “‘a hol- 
low mockery” and “cynical pretenses” 
the statement of the Soviet spokesman 
S. A. Lozovski, made on October 4, 
1941, recalling that Article 124 of the 
Soviet Constitution guarantees relig- 
ious freedom to all. 

Our future U. S. diplomats and oc- 
cupational police and junior adminis- 
trators in “liberated” territories are 
being thoroughly indoctrinated at 
Georgetown with anti-Russian, anti- 
liberal and anti-scientific prejudices. 

Among the courses given in the 
Army Special Training program at 
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Georgetown is one on German Peoples 
and Culture. In August Father Walsh 
delivered several lectures at the con- 
clusion of this course. These lectures 
presented a broad interpretation of his- 
tory which held scientific and liberal 
progress since the Renaissance respon- 
sible for the development of Fascism. 
Walsh said: 

“The high culture of the Middle 
Ages has been destroyed by the Ren- 
aissance. Through the Renaissance 
men lost their form and substance. The 
consequence of the Renaissance was 
the Reformation which created the ter- 
rible schism between religions. The 
Renaissance and Reformation ate re- 
sponsible for the rise of industry. The 
nemesis of the Reformation haunts us 
today. Europe can never be rebuilt 
without a regeneration of the spiritual 
values of the Middle Ages. The decay 
of spiritual values through the Renais- 
sance and Reformation was responsible 
for Fascism which couldn’t have hap- 
pened without this decay.” 

These ideas are elaborated and ex- 
panded by Father Walsh in an essay 
on geopolitics, which was published in 
1942 by the School of Foreign Service 
in a Syllabus for Two Courses of Study 
in the Political Economy of Total War. 
This Syllabus is used as a textbook in 
the Georgetown lectures. The essay 
on geopolitics forms the basis for lec- 
tures delivered by Father Walsh to 
army officer schools throughout the 
country. 

This essay is in sum an elaborate 
attack on progressive and_ scientific 
thought since the Reformation and on 
the ideas and accomplishments of the 
French Revolution. 

To understand the full meaning of 
this attack one must know that the 
Jesuit dogma tries to explain every 
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political and cultural development, 
which is not favorable to the authori- 
tarian Roman Catholic idea, as an evil 
consequence of either Protestantism or 
liberalism. Liberalism, in Jesuit opin- 
ion is, according to the circumstances, 
the mother of socialism, Communism, 
Fascism, capitalism and every other 
modern development, whenever the 
Church is forced by one ascendant 
pressure or the other to emphasize the 
“nevtral position” of the Vatican. 
And, of course, liberalism and all the 
other isms wouldn’t have occurred 
without the “original sin” of the Prot- 
estant Reformation. 

From that fundamental doctrine it 
is easy to prove, as Father Walsh does 
in his essay, that geopolitics is nothing 
but the consequence of Protestantism 
plus liberalism. He writes: 

“No informed European or thought- 
ful American should fail to recognize 
that Geopolitik is precisely what its 
name signifies—the politics of a 
wholly earthly conception of life. It 
is the logical culmination of a process 
of secularization both of the mind and 
cultural institutions which has been in 
progress since the Renaissance and In- 
dustrial Revolution turned men’s 
thoughts earthwards.” 

The other consequences of the 
“process of secularization” are, accord- 
ing to Father Walsh, Darwinism, 
Marxism, the “libido complex of 
Freud,” cubism, dadaism, the frenzy 
of financial speculation on Wall St., 
jazz and jitterbugs—in short every- 
thing good and bad, important and un- 
important, that happened since the 
French Revolution. Walsh writes: 

“The French Revolution has inter- 
vened as the true starting point of the 
renewed social and political upheavals 
which have plagued Europe. . .” 
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Walsh attacks German geopolitics 
all the more violently because, as he 
implies very subtly, it is a typical Prot- 
estant Prussian development. But 
since this accusation is not strong 
enough he lumps together German 
geopolitical thought with Marxism. 
He rightly terms Karl Haushofer the 
end product of the dangerous German 
geopolitical school but in his eagerness 
to emphasize the alleged Marxist basis 
of Haushofer’s theories he forgets that 
this man is not a Prussian but a Bava- 
rian, not a Protestant but a devoted 
Roman Catholic. 

But the most fundamental signifi- 
cance of Walsh’s theories of geopoli- 
tics lies in the fact that he condemns 
only the German form of that theory 
because he is clever enough to see that 
the theory is a very useful weapon in 
the hands of any kind of imperialism. 
Therefore, he not only teaches his 
pupils that some of the sources of Ger- 
man geopolitics are British and Amer- 
ican discoveries but that geopolitics 
made outside of Germany and Russia 
should be the motor of the foreign pol- 
icy and activities of governments at 
present friendly to the Vatican, and 

_may even be the salvation of Roman 
Catholic Christendom. At the con- 
clusion of his essay he says in an inten- 
tionally cloudy form but very clear to 
everyone who understands Roman 
Catholic philosophy: 

“So much for the geopolitics of the 
past and present. The pattern of a 
future geopolitics, American-born, is 
even now beginning to grow discern- 
ible in broad outlines. Whatever resi- 
due of geographic, ethnic and eco- 
nomic validity may remain after 
rational discount in the claims of Ger- 
man geopoliticians must be examined 
with objectivity and remedied with 
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frankness and courage. They do not 
concern Germany alone but all Chris- 
tendom.” 

And he adds unequivocably: 

“Safeguarded against abuse, geo- 
politics can perform a legitimate and 
useful function in the formulation of 
national policy.” 

Here we have the true meaning of 
what Walsh is teaching our future ad- 
ministrators of ‘liberated’ territories 
all over the world: geopolitics is evil 
as long as it is in the hands of our 
enemies, Germany and Russia, but it 
can perform miracles in the hands of 
the currently pro-Vatican United 
States. This is a masterful manner of 
distorting history and of educating the 
flower of our youth to become cynical 
Jesuits. 

Less masterful, but nonetheless de- 
signed to be effective on impression- 
able youth, are such misinterpretations 
of recent history as the reasons he gives 
for the collapse of France in 1940: 
“France’s moral unity was weakened 
and her military power sterilized by 
divided counsel, left wing radicalism 
and indecision of leadership.” Perhaps 
he got this piece of information from 
the former collaborator of Lindbergh, 
Alexis Carrell, whom Father Walsh 
describes as a “thoughtful observer” 
and who is a well known Fascist. 

Father Walsh’s contribution to the 
Syllabus which is used as a textbook 
by the officers and soldiers enrolled in 
Georgetown’s special training courses 
is not confined, however, to this essay 
on geopolitics. He has also written the 
Introduction. Here he forgets his 
Jesuit subtlety and bluntly lumps Hit- 
ler, Mussolini and Stalin and equates 
the Soviet system to the Nazi and 
Fascist. He writes: 

“It is an inadequate explanation of 
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favorite theme of the Berlin radio.) 

“Stalin,” Walsh added, “has never 
said he was fighting for world-wide 
democracy which we are fighting for. 
And that division of purpose has now 
become a real crisis.” 

The Polish Committee and the Free 
Germany Committee in Moscow were, 
he said, the first two steps towards this 
“real crisis.’’ As ‘evidence of the di- 
vergence between Russia and the U. S.” 
Walsh alleged that the Free Germany 
Committee calls for an “immediate 
peace” instead of unconditional sur- 
render. Stalin, he declared, has “chal- 
lenged the Allies the right to run Ger- 
many alone on occupation.” 

To clinch his argument, that Russia 
constitutes a menace to the United 
States, Father Walsh cited the theory 
of Sir Halford Mackinder elaborated 
in Democratic Ideas and Reality first 
published in 1919. Mackinder’s theory 
is that whoever controls eastern Europe 
controls the Heartland (Russia) of the 
World Island (Europe, Asia and 
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Africa) and whoever controls the 
Heartland controls the World Island 
and will therefore dominate the world. 
Walsh declared that Russian recon- 
quest of its territories in eastern Europe 
poses the danger that Russia will be in 
a position to dominate the world. 

It is perhaps not surprising, in view 
of the Jesuit prejudices against all pro- 
gressive and democratic developments 
since the Reformation, that in the en- 
trance hall to Georgetown’s University 
of Foreign Service there is a large 
world map which indicates that For- 
eign Service School graduates, ad- 
mitted to the U. S. Foreign Service, 
have been mostly rewarded with posts 
in countries immediately bordering the 
Soviet Union. This is a real cordon 
sanitaire drawn around an ally without 
whose magnificent stand against Fas- 
cism there would be little possibility 
for an AMG or for the State Depart- 
ment and Franklin D. Roosevelt to 
call for a “crusade for the liberation 
of the Pope.” 


One little-noticed effect of the fall of Italy has been the loss to the Vatican 


of the interest on 1,000,000,000 Jira in 5% Italian Government bonds. These 
securities, along with 750,000,000 lira in cash, were given at the time of 
the Concordat in setilement of all claims arising from the dissolution of the 
Papal States. This loss of less than $10,000,000 in annual income is not vital, 
of course. Even in the event of long-term difficulties, the Vatican probably 
never would be in dire financial straits. Appeals to the faithful would bring 
in funds, and Papal credit is excellent. A sign that the Vatican may be looking 
to the future, however, is the semi-official statement that Enrico Galeazzi, Papal 
delegate who recently visited the U. S. and England, was handling “financial 
and administrative matters.”

THE BETRAYAL OF PALESTINE

... There is going to be trouble in Palestine. The trouble is that there 
is no trouble. That is why there is going to be trouble.... 


ee Jews are not merely a religious 
community of great antiquity. They 
are also the shattered remnants of a 
people with a territory of its own, with 
a historical record of wars, dynasties, 
revolutions and with a great epical Lit- 
erature that has molded the thought 
and action of Western civilization till 
this very day. The Bible, which is their 
product, is not only a religious text- 
book for all mankind. It is the life and 
literature of a nation. It would have 
gone on being written and would have 
come to the knowledge of the world 
had not the dogma-makers of the 
Church at an early date canonized ex- 
isting Hebraic literature and thus 
closed the door to further “revelation” 
from the side of Israel. As a matter of 
fact it went on being written in spite 
of the Jewish people’s dispersion and 
in spite of that curse in Gabbatha 
which Christian missionary propagan- 
da inserted in the Gospels in order to 
curry favor in imperial Rome. It went 
on being written in Yabne, in Bagdad 
and Spain, in Venice, Amsterdam, 
Poland and Russia. Only Christendom, 
which “froze” revelation with St. 
John’s Apocalypse took no further 
notice. 

It is being written again today in the 
somber depths of martyred Europe and 
will be written again tomorrow in a 
redeemed Holy Land where the poet 
Bialik said to me in 1926: “so much 
sweat, so much blood, so many tears, 
but also so much love is being poured 
into this soil of Eretz Israel that one of 
these days the womb of the earth will 


grow pregnant again and a prophet 
will issue. . .. Teaching shall yet go 
forth from Zion and the Word of the 
Lord from Jerusalem.” 

Not to trample anyone underfoot, 
not to crush or to break the bruised 
reed did the Jewish pioneers return to 
Palestine, but to fight the Battle of the 
Lord which is to open the eyes of the 
blind, to bring out those that sit in the 
darkness of the prison house and to 
intone a new psalm of peace and 
human brotherhood. Not domination, 
nor outward success, not even posses- 
sion was the goal of the Chalutzim of 
Zionism. Zionism’s objective was to 
bring to a close Israel’s two thousand 
years of exile, to terminate the scandal 
of history, to end our own shame of 
having a people of human brothers 
being hounded from pillar to post in 
a Christian world. Zionism was the 
cup of grace and communion held out 
to Christendom. 

When the Jewish community of 
Palestine in the years 1936-1939 with 
one common accord decided to answer 
the campaign of provocation, violence, 
murder, arson and destruction which 
was unleashed against them with a 
policy of avlaga, that is to say with a 
self-imposed restraint and self-imposed 
discipline and did not return evil for 
evil, but refused to kill Arabs in re- 
taliation, it walked in the footsteps of 
the greatest of the Prophets and of 
Jesus. It performed an act of world- 
historical significance. Those years 
showed that the Hebraic spirit lives 
again in the reconstituted Jewish na- 
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tion in Palestine. That was the Word 
of God going forth from Jerusalem. 
That was the message this pagan 
world with its lack of compassion and 
mercy and its deification of violence 
needs most. 

Again: when the Jews of Palestine, 
although they are not British subjects, 
nor nationals of a state allied with 
Great Britain, but technically as neu- 
tral as Egyptians, Iraqi and Syrians, 
stepped forward in this war in their 
tens of thousands voluntarily to fight 
and die on the battlefields, when they 
placed the entire economy of the mod- 
ernized Holy Land at the Empire’s dis- 
posal, while neighboring Arab coun- 
tries stood aside and sulked and some 
Arab rulers did not hide their joyous 
anticipation of a coming British de- 
bacle, that action of the Jews was not 
in itself of supreme significance, ex- 
tremely valuable though it was. De- 
cisive was the intention. What counts 
is not what is done, but how it is done. 
The Palestinian Jews collaborated in- 
stinctively, spontaneously and whole- 
heartedly. 

Ernest Renan once said: “‘that which 
causes men to form a people is not only 
the recollection of great things they 
have done together, but the longing 
and the will to do new things.” In- 
tuitively the Palestine Jews responded 
to a moral challenge, to a call within 
themselves, to the ache of national 
community and the knowledge of a 
common past and destiny two thou- 
sand years old, thwarted and vitiated 
ever so long in the Diaspora, now sud- 
denly become vivid and ‘clear again 
when confronted by a common task. 
Without words or phrases, but by the 
spontaneity of life, they vindicated the 
fundamental tenet of the Zionist phi- 
losophy that through being rooted in

their own land they had become again 
what they always were, but now in the 
sight of all the world: a people, a na- 
tion, Israel reborn... . 

And right along during the twenty 
odd years that have elapsed since the 
issuance of the Balfour Declaration, 
alluring though the prospect might 
have been of seeing the Land of Israel 
become one of the brightest gems in 
the British imperial diadem, the Jewish 
spirit could not accept the condition of 
playing the imperialist game of guile 
and oppression on Britain’s side at the 
expense of the Arab people. The Jews 
felt by instinct—and their political 
conduct has clearly established the fact 
—that it is not permissible to realize a 
sacred ideal by all means at one’s dis- 
posal, least of all by violence in the 
form of nationalist chauvinism and im- 
perialism. For the Jew knows by ex- 
perience, that whoever uses uncompas- 
sionate and dishonest means also 
gambles away his sacred goal. 

It is for this reason that British im- 
perialism has not only never, in the 
course of the years of mandatory re- 
gime, striven for a Judeo-Arabic re- 
conciliation, but that it has systemati- 
cally sabotaged each and every succes- 
sive effort in that direction. And this 
not by reason of some secret animosity 
towards the Jewish people, although 
Tories could not but look with appre- 
hension on the forward-looking, not to 
Say socialistic, experiments carried on 
by the Jews in the Holy Land, but be- 
cause an eventual Judeo-Arabic rap- 
prochement would be laden with an in- 
finitely greater capacity for contraven- 
ing British imperialist interests in the 
Near East than a perpetual state of 
disturbance in Palestine. A Judeo- 
Arabic understanding, peace, recon- 
ciliation and a modus vivendi are defi- 
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nitely contrary to the interests of the 


British Empire as these interests are. 


interpreted by Tory imperialists, who, 
alas, still rule the roost in Whitehall. 

Collaboration between Jews and 
Arabs, predicated on a recognition of 
their common and mutual interests, 
would inevitably and quickly produce 
a movement of opposition to Britain’s 
own imperialist designs in the Near 
East. In order to forestall the ma- 
terialization of such a Judeo-Arabic 
alliance, Britain has for twenty years 
pursued the old Roman policy of 
divide and rule. Half a dozen times 
imperialist diplomacy has brought the 
Holy Land to the verge of a full- 
fledged civil war in order to have the 
excuse that the Jewish community is 
not mature or ready for self-govern- 
ment. That was the pretext to let the 
Jewish National Home stagnate, that 
is why its building was interrupted and 
hampered and why an attempt is now 
being made to “freeze” Jewish na- 
tional endeavor at the present level. 

For while the policy of opposition 
to the Jewish National Home was for 
years carried on in a sly and covert 
manner from the moment that Neville 
Chamberlain came to the premiership, 
the British attitude to the Jewish Na- 
tional Home has been openly hostile. 
He it was who, with the aid of Mal- 
colm MacDonald, successor of his 
father Ramsay as imperialism’s handy 
man, forced through parliament the 
infamous White Paper of 1939 which 
bars further Jewish immigration into 
the Holy Land after the spring of 
1944, 

And now there is going to be trouble 
in Palestine. The Colonial Office is 
steering the situation straight for an 
explosion. 

Not Eretz Israel, the land of Israel, 
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which had strained its every nerve and 
energy to the breaking point to make 
England victorious, but Iraq, the coun- 
try that had called in Hitler’s Luft- 
wafte, was suddenly given a place in 
the ranks of the United Nations. Not 
the Palestinian Jews, who had offered 
their all, were called Britain’s “noble 
ally,” but Ibn Sa’ud, who could not 
spare one man, one mule, or one camel 
when the Eighth Army stood panting 
for breath with its back to the Nile 
Valley. Palestine was Eretz Israel 
(Land of Israel) no longer—that ofh- 
cial title was withdrawn and prohib- 
ited by the Colonial Office—but Ab- 
dullah, the Emir of Trans Jordan, was 
allowed to talk in the British-kept 
press of Egypt about his new throne in 
Jerusalem. It is true that Ibn Sa’ud, 
who had delegates at the preliminary 
conference called by the Colonial Of- 
fice in Egypt, did not say he would 
enter an Arab federation, but he did 
say that he opposed the Zionist settle- 
ment of Palestine. And that made it 
unanimous for the King of Egypt was 
also in agreement on that point... . 
Sir Ronald Storrs, the former Gov- 
ernor of Jerusalem, was suddenly re- 
called from Rhodesia by the Colonial 
Office recently. He made a quick tour 
of the Holy Land and after a week’s 
sojourn uttered a solemn warning: 
“The Arabs are restless. I fear that 
there will be grave trouble in Palestine 
if the Jews do not quickly abandon 
their opposition to the White Paper.” 
Sir Ronald is an expert, an impartial 
expert—hasn’t he just come from Rho- 
desia? But he always had a fine flair 
for detecting trouble in the wind, not 
only in Palestine, but in Cyprus as 
well. “They are arming,” he said. 
“Both sides are collecting arms!” 
Both sides? And what was the Pal- 
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estine administration doing? The Pal- 
estine administration, which, is >a 
branch of the Colonial Office, im- 
ported known terrorists. In India it 
puts Gandhi, the apostle of non-vio- 
lence, in prison. In Palestine it sets 
loose advocates of murder, arson and 
tape. The Palestine administration has 
brought back from jail or from the 
Seychelles Islands, where they were 
sent for their share in the wave of mut- 
der and terrorism in 1936-1939: Jemal 
Husseini, cousin of the fugitive Mufti 
of Jerusalem, member of the Arab 
Higher Committee; Auni Bey Abdul 
Hadi, who was implicated as a leader 
of terroristic activities, and Hussein 
Fakri el Khaldi. At the same time, it 
permitted to return to Palestine close 
friends, relatives, and supporters of the 
Mufti who had been arrested in Persia 
following their complicity in the Iraq 
uprising, among them such well-known 
figures as Musa el Alami, Amin Tam- 
_ ini, and others. It released from cus- 
tody murderers “for good behavior” 

. in jail and gives them liberty to 
start their nefarious agitation all over 
again. 

Yes, there is going to be trouble in 
Palestine. The trouble is that there is 
no trouble. That is why there is going 
tc be trouble. The wave of terror that 
swept over the country from 1936- 
1939 abated the moment war was de- 
clared and the Axis agents and insti- 
gators departed at last. For three years 
the Palestine administration refused to 
molest these Nazi emissaries who were 
the Mufti’s allies. They went about 
the Jewish land flying the swastika on 
their motorcars—the swastika in the 
land of the people whom Hitler had 
begun to exterminate. They egged on 
the Arab peasants. In several instances 
they participated in terroristic depra- 
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dations against Jewish persons and 
Jewish property. But when they left, 
Palestine grew quiet at once. Pales- 
tine went to work. The Arabs started 
to earn money. They made money — 
hand over fist mainly in Jewish enter- 
prises. Jewish moving-picture theaters, 
dance halls, cafes in Jerusalem, and 
beaches in Tel Aviv and Haifa were 
crowded with Arab clients. They frat- 
ernized with the Jews. They worked 
with them. Their children started to 
go to Jewish schools, Jewish technical 
colleges, model farms, playgrounds, 
clinics. They held big demonstrations 
together, Jews and Arabs. They re- 
vealed (what was already known to 
the Palestine administration) that dur- 
ing the terror of 1936-1939 more 
Arabs had been slain by Arabs than 
Jews by Arabs. Arabs confessed that 
they had been intimidated by a small, 
terroristic minority in 1936-1939. In 
many colonies they had come to ask 
forgiveness from the Jews for their 
past behavior. They spoke in admira- 
tion of the Jewish national policy of 
havlaga, self-restraint, the policy of 
non-retaliation, of not returning evil 
for evil, which had been practised and 
strictly enforced by the Jewish com- 
munity during the terror. There was 
no trouble at all, not a trace of it. The 
past was being forgotten as everybody 
worked. : . . 

And now there is going to be 
trouble, Sir Ronald says. Who then 
makes that trouble? The seeds of ex- 
plosion which have brought Palestine 
te its present state had been sown long 
ago. The Palestine administration for- 
bids demonstrations of solidarity be- 
tween the two peoples. Jews and 
Arabs may not belong to the same 
labor unions. They may not go to the 
same meetings together. They may not 
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hold a picnic together. A Jewish news- 
paper printed in Arabic and devoted 
to Arab-Jewish amity is forbidden. The 
ban on controversial subjects in the 
press is lifted. Terrorists are brought 
back. Conferences are called in Cairo, 
and the news is given out that every- 
thing is to change in Palestine: Ab- 
dullah is to get a throne in Jerusalem, 
Palestine is to be incorporated in Syria, 
Ibn Sa’ud, the head of the million or 
so illiterate camel breeders of the Nejd 
is made to talk of an Arab Empire and 
a United States of Arabia which is to 
include Jewish Palestine, a foreign 
country to him, separated from his 
domains by a howling desert with not 
a railway line or a border in common. 

Of course there is going to be 
trouble when trouble is made! 

All at once the correspondents, the 
diplomatic, military, and political ob- 
servers who guarded an unbroken 
silence on the subject of Jewish fight- 
ing qualities, on Palestine’s amazing 
contribution to the victory in Africa, 
find their tongues again. Newspapers, 
magazines, and periodicals in America 
are flooded with articles, dispatches, 
and editorials warning of the tension 
in Palestine and of a coming explo- 
sion. Sir Ronald Storrs is quoted right 
and left, that is to say the British 
Agency in Cairo, Arab politicians in 
Taif and in Baghdad are all made to 
have their say. Trouble coming! 
Trouble coming! 

The whole Near East—Jewish Pal- 
estine especially—is presented to the 
American public’s attention now as a 
cesspool of intrigue and deceit, then 
as a dangerously exposed powder bar- 
rel which may explode any moment. 
What interest should Americans take 
in Palestine, a land swarming with 
prostitutes and racketeers, as the New 
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York News tells its readers. Another 
article in the same newspaper, describ- 
ing the sordid commercialization of 
the Holy Places of Christendom leaves 
the reader with the impression that 
Jews are the exploiters of the shrines 
and not the horde of Maltese monks 
around the Tomb of Christ and the 
Nativity Church in Bethlehem. Every- 
body is allowed to take a dig at Pales- 
tine, discredit Jewish endeavor, be- 
little Jewish enterprise. The Holy 
Places are in danger! Where has that 
warning been sounded before? Rome, 
was it? 

For long months efforts have been 
under way to prepare the American 
people psychologically for disastrous 
news from the Holy Land. Anything, 
they are made to believe, may happen 
there, any time. But when it does hap- 
pen the responsibility for it must be 
fixed. And upon whom shall it be 
fixed ? 

One day we learn from a Near East- 
ern correspondent, after he makes a 
call on Ibn Sa’ud’s Foreign Minister, 
that political Zionism in Palestine is a 
constant provocation to the Arabs... . 
of the Wabar desert six hundred miles 
distant. The next it is whispered about 
in Washington that seven American 
divisions have had to be diverted from 
the fighting fronts to watch the situa- 
tion in the Near East, where Arab pa- 
tience with Jewish encroachments upon 
their rights is nearing exhaustion. Did 
we know, asks one publicist, that the 
Jews were smuggling arms into Pales- 
tine? Did the Jews perchance enlist 
so enthusiastically in the British army, 
suggests, with criminal naiveté in a 
Jew, the correspondent of the anti- 
Zionist New York Times, in order that 
they may familiarize themselves with 
the manipulation of modern mechan- — 
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ical arms and battle tactics. Did we 
know, he asks, that Jews were intimi- 
dated by their own extremists inte-yoin- 
ing the British forces? 

One hundred and thirty-seven thou- 
sand Palestinian Jews voluntarily reg- 
istered for military service within a 
month after war was declared. The 
British Information Service in New 
York issued a statement on July 16, 
1943, to explain that Britain is forced 
to curtail enlistments in Palestine be- 
cause they threaten to deprive the Pal- 
estinian economy of indispensable me- 
chanical experts. But The New York 
Times knows better; it impugns the 
motives of its owner’s fellow Jews in 
their fight against their butcher Hitler 
and makes of the valuable contribu- 
tion of the Palestinians a piece of vile 
intrigue. 

“Seriously concerned,” as more than 
once it declared itself to be, “with the 
safety and security of the country,” the 
Palestine administration gave the di- 
rect lie to that declaration the other 
day when it launched a public trial of 
two British soldiers accused of impli- 
cation in a gun-smuggling plot. An 
administration, the most moderately 
qualified for its duties, would know 
that such things are not discussed in 
public in a time of tension . . . unless 
that administration itself desires to see 
the tension heightened and the pent-up 
steam brought to the point of explo- 
sion. No mention, by as much as a 
word, was made of the scores of Arab 
gunrunners caught redhanded in the 
last two years. But when two Jews 
were accused to be implicated, news- 
paper correspondents from all over the 
Near East were called to Palestine 
with the promise of a sensation. 

The public prosecutor, who pleaded 
for leniency in behalf of the accused

cn the ground that they had been 
caught in the sinister meshes of a 
powerful gunrunning racket he sought 
to link with the Jewish agency, ex- 
claimed that if the charges were true 
“the whole world ought to hear” that 
the agency had been “working to the 
Getriment of the Allied war effort.” 

After having been kept in total ig- 
norance by the same Palestine admin- 
istration and by all other British agen- 
cies and information services on the 
subject of the extraordinarily signifi- 
cant and important war effort of the 
Jewish community of Palestine, the 
world was suddenly to be impressed 
with the vicious lie that the Palestine 
Jews are conspirators, gunrunning 
racketeers and seneschals of sedition 
and that the Jewish agency, which is 
the governing body of the Jewish na- 
tional and international reconstruction 
effort, is some mysterious, sinister san- 
hedrin of conspiring Elders of Zion 

. while Arabs’ apprehensions are 
aroused by the threat to their lives and 
property implied in the accusation that 
the Jews are arming themselves. 

David ben Gorion, one of the di- 
rectors of the Jewish agency’s execu- 
tive in Jerusalem, whose only son died 
in the defense of Tobruk, denounced 
the trial as “characteristic of the low- 
est type of anti-Semitism” and as “a 
crude frame-up designed to defame 
the Jewish people.” And surely; as a 
Piece of work of the agent-provo- 
cateur that trial will rank with Goer- 
ing’s firing of the Reichstag and with 
Father Gapon’s march into the Winter 
Palace square in St. Petersburg. 

Thus the web is being woven around 
the Jewish people for the day when 
the Colonial Office finally puts through 
its design to bring the building of the 
Jewish National Home in Palestine to 
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a standstill. It cannot be done by legal 
means, so it is done by means of vi- 
cious intrigue and provocation. 

Are Palestine’s Jews secretly arm- 
ing? I don’t know. But would you, 
reader, not get yourself a gun if you 
saw that. known and convicted terror- 
ists are set free to maraud around your 
home? Were the American colonists 
wrong when they made powder and 
bullets in secret to be ready for the day 
when their besotted king would en- 
force his unjust decrees? 

These men the Colonial Office calls 
tc Cairo—Ibn Sa’ud’s representatives, 
Abdullah of Trans-Jordan, Nuri Pasha 
of Iraq, Nachas Pasha of Egypt—are 
as much Britain’s puppets as Anton- 
escu, Mussert, Quisling, Mannerheim, 
and Horthy are Hitler’s. They do what 
they are told to do, especially after the 
defeat of Rommel blasted their hopes 
of throwing off British suzerainty. 
They are marionettes, without a shred 
of independence, who dance to the 
tune that is played in the British 
agency in Cairo. 

The Arab terrorist faction has not 
been welcomed back by the Colonial 
Office because the Jews were said to 
be arming. If the Jews are arming they 
do so because the terrorist faction has 
been revived and because they remem- 
ber its deeds of arson, rapine, and mur- 
der in 1921-1929, and 1936. 

In order that there shall be no sym- 
pathy for Zionism on the day when 
Britain clamps down on the building 
of Palestine, some American diplo- 
mats have joined the imperialist Brit- 
ish conspiracy. The same men who 
have a passion for legitimate monar- 
chies in Europe have developed a lik- 
ing for feudal institutions in the Near 
East. Their job is to prevent an out- 
burst of indignation on the part of 
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American Jewry, the Free Church peo- 
ple in the United States, and labor 
when the whole ugly manoeuvre of the © 
Colonial Office comes to the light of 
day. The Jews of America are put on 
their good behavior. Do not say any- 
thing about the White Paper! Do not 
project Palestine’s political problems 
on the American scene! You will prej- 
udice the war effort! You are disturb- 
ing Anglo-American unity! Wait till 
after the war! Palestine is dynamite! 
It is going to explode! Leave the 
White Paper alone! 

Some liberals, confused by all the 
fuss and the threat of trouble, want to 
speak a calming word: why not let the 
White Paper stand? Think of the 
“poor Arab”! The poor Arabs who 
own ten half-empty empires, from the 
Persian Gulf to the Straits of Gibral- 
tar, and whose kinsmen in Palestine 
are the best-looked after Arabs in the 
worlds.) 

Poor Arabs! Poor Palestine! All the 
old arguments are trotted out: Pales- 
tine can never take care of two million 
Jews. If that is true, how can it take 
care of millions of Arabs? Are the 
Arabs in trouble? Is Hitler extermi- 
nating Arabs? Are the Arabs a home- 
less people? Have the Arabs been 
driven from pillar to post these two 
thousand years? What do the foreign 
Arab princes want with that narrow 
strip of coast on the Mediterranean 
that is not even mentioned by name on 
the average map when they have Iraq, 
Iran, Trans-Jordan, Syria, Lebanon, 
Yemen, the MHadhramaut, Saudi 
Arabia, the Nejd, Egypt, the Sudan, 
Tripoli, Tunisia, Algiers and Morocco? 

There is going to be trouble in Pal- 
estine! Of course there is! Lord Cran- 
borne told the House of Commons: 
the Arabs fear that the Jews will crowd 
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them out, push them into the sea, 

swamp them, and rob them of their 
land. 

~ Lord Moyne exclaimed: ‘“This much 

is certain: the Arabs are never going 

to leave the bones of their ancestors 

in Jewish hands!” 

That was a new argument of which 
nobody had ever thought before: the 
bones of ancestors—another source of 
trouble! 

When the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury in the House of Lords adjured 
the British Government that in the 
matter of Palestine Britain stands be- 
fore the bar of God, history and hu- 
manity and asked if nothing then, 
really nothing could be done about 
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the Holy Land, Lord Cranborne first 
reprimanded him and then said: “The 
most reverend Primate forgets there is 
a grave political problem in Palestine!” 


Can anything more hypocritical be 
imagined? Who created that prob- 
lem? The Arabs? “The Arabs are an 
excuse,” exclaimed Lord Wedgwood; 
“they are not a reason!” 

The Colonial Office first creates the 
problem, diligently, never tiring for a 
quarter century, and goes on today de- 
liberately accentuating it, and then 
dares to have its spokesmen in Parlia- 
ment, at the Bermuda Conference, and 
in Washington bring that problem’s 
existence forward in justification of 


bringing Jews out of the Nazi hell into barring Jewish refugees! 


CANADA SHOULD OPEN THE DOORS 


To her everlasting honor be it said, Great Britain has some 200,000 
refugees, some arrived just before the war broke out, most at the time of Dun- 
kirk or since. Some 60,000 of those are Jews. There are still being rescued 
or allowed to filter into Britain nearly a thousand a year. Today there are 
groups of Christian people in Britain pressing on Government to allow more 
to enter. 

From the sheer humanitarian point of view, for sweet charity's sake, for 
Christ's sake, that is, for attempting today to give some reality to His Gospel 
of love, Canada should open her doors immediately to many of these who 
might be rescued—whose lives may be saved, to put it bluntly—and should face 
her responsibility for a large-hearted admission after the war of a fair share of 
these people, Jew or Gentile. The present writer is convinced that, in addi- 
tion, such a policy will prove to be sound economically and contribute to cul- 
tural betterment. In fairness too, to Britain we might well relieve her of some 
of the responsibility she so liberally assumed. On the highest grounds, however, 
Canada ought to take a vast share in lifting this burden of Europe’s and Jewry’s 
sorrow.

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THE PALACE REVOLUTIONS 


" By RALPH BATES 


ee present military situation of the 
Reich is such that its generals have 
been compelled to initiate what may 
be called the Great Contraction. By 
that is meant not merely that the gen- 
eral command is being forced to with- 
draw its armies from the Eastern front 
but that the high command itself rec- 
ognizes that Fortress Europe is no 
longer a possibility. 

But this Great Contraction has a 
political implication. It is that nego- 
tiated peace is the only feasible war 
aim which the German rulers can now 
entertain. The fact of the Great Con- 
traction, and the universal recognition 
that only a negotiated peace could save 
Germany from total defeat, is already 
having great political repercussions 
throughout the world. In other words, 
the German defeats on the Eastern 
front have initiated a new phase in the 
war. We may call it the epoch of pal- 
ace revolutions. 


The Deal With Italy 


That the Italian people have never 
had the least enthusiasm for Musso- 
lini’s war has been evident from the 
beginning. The question has always 
been, not whether the Italian people 
would turn against the war, but when 
and how they would put an end to it 
and turn against their alien tormentors, 
the German jailors. 

In the late spring and early summer 
it became obvious that the revolution- 
ary process in Italy was following the 
classical line of such developments. 
The Russian victories and the immi- 
nent disasters in North Africa were so 
rapidly converting the popular refusal 


to fight into a revolutionary desire to 
put an end to the war, that the Italian 
non-Fascist reactionaries, together with 
the defeatist wing of the Fascist Party 
itself, began to seek a way out of the 
war. At the same time the air became 
thick with rumors that our State De- 
partment, running true to past form 
and utilizing the offices of the ecclesi- 
astical hierarchy, as well as captured 
Italian generals, was putting out feel- 
ers towards these palace revolution- 
aries, these Darlans, Peyroutons and 
Pétains of Italy. 

The Papal Allocution of June gave 
explicit indication of the main argu- 
ment in favor of a surrender. Address- 
ing twenty thousand workmen, chiefly 
drawn from the northern cities, the 
Pope implored them not to revolt 
against the war and not to accept rad- 
ical theories. Continuance of the war, 
the king and his clerical advisers 
thought, would bring the Italian peo- 
ple on the scene as an independent 
force, determined not only to over- 
throw Mussolini but to remold Italian 
society. 

Yet, though the palace revolution- 
aries and the Fascist defeatists had 
neither eloquence to persuade nor 
strength to constrain Mussolini, the 
Roman Church, because of its fear of 
revolution, was thus compelled to op- 
pose the only force making for peace. 

While the Duce was prepared to 
destroy the Italian cultural and eco- 
nomic heritage by retreating to the 
north and so making the peninsula a 
battlefield, the non-Fascist reactionar- 
ies, dreading both this and its political 
consequences, set up their Palace Re- 
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gime. The facts permit no two minds 
about another matter. The “defeatist” 
Fascists themselves expected to be 
taken into the new government. And 
so far as the less prominent officials 
were concerned, they were indeed al- 
lowed to continue in office. 

The reactionary hope that the peo- 
ple and the army would at once be 
filled with a new morale was vain. The 
recently emerged Popular or National 
Front repeated its demand for immedi- 
ate peace. 

Badoglio’s answer was repression, 
the violence of which was limited only 
by his fear of driving the people to 
desperation. The entire absence from 
Mr. Churchill’s speech of September 
21st, of all reference to these facts is 
very striking and surely significant. 
The Vatican radio appeal of July 27th, 
in repeating the Pope’s earlier en- 
treaty, again revealed what was the 
compulsive reality in the Italian situa- 
tion. Again the Church implored the 
people not to be “misled by Commu- 
nism,” and to “rally round national in- 
stitutions.” Badoglio was not slow to 
react to this clerical suggestion. By the 
sixth day he had abolished the free- 
dom of the press and declared popular 
agitation for peace to be a crime pun- 
ishable with death. The army was to 
fire upon demonstrations “without pre- 
amble.” 

On August 2nd, the Popular Front 
petitioned Badoglio for peace and his 
answer was, again, a fresh wave of re- 
pression. On August 12th, however, 
when even the Catholic laity, through 
their political party, had made their 
desires known, a new demand by the 
Italian Popular Front caused Badoglio 
to sue for peace upon a basis of an un- 
conditional surrender and participation 
in the war against Hitler. On August 
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15 the negotiations were begun. The 
people had forced him to it. 

The main outline of the process of 
the negotiations has since been de- 
scribed by Mr. Churchill in his bril- 
liant and disturbing speech to the 
House of Commons. One thing de- 
mands comment. While Hitler, acting 
energetically, very soon set up a new 
Italian Fascist organization under Fari- 
nacci, while the German dictator and 
his friends went about the recapture 
of the Duce as prelude to rebaptizing 
the Iron Guard with the name of gov- 
ernment, Badoglio did nothing to or- 
ganize the Italian people for the only 
available answer, democracy. Mr. 
Churchill’s lengthy and frequently un- 
convincing apologies for the Italian 
Darlan must inevitably deepen our 
suspicion that the Palace Revolution, 
as liberals had feared, was indeed re- 
garded as a happy solution by our con- 
servative leaders. 

The Badoglio regime, now acknowl- 
edged as a government, cannot pos- 
sibly serve as the effective expression 
of a true Italian national front. One 
cannot oppose the Fascist reaction of 
Quisling-Mussolini with the mere non- 
Fascist reaction of a pusillanimous 
king. Yet, just as previous events and 
reports had suggested that our diplo- 
mats always wanted it that way, Mr. 
Churchill’s speech must profoundly 
disturb us anew, alike by its sourly 
pugnacious threat that he will use his 
Tory majority in the House, and by its 
peremptory reference to the duty con- 
fronting Italian liberals. The duty of 
Italian liberals is to support the King’s 
government, he said flatly, with only 
the vaguest hint that this government 
might possibly be remodeled. That the 
British Parliament was emotionally 
and sharply divided into two groups 
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by this part of Mr. Churchill’s speech 
was as obvious as that the limit of his 
concession would be the formation of 
an Italian government in which policy 
is made by the reactionary classes. The 
King and his entourage, who aided 
and abetted Fascism for years, must 
stay. The Western democracies are for 
the Palace Revolution, though we shall 
yield, as little as possible to the de- 
mands of the Italian people, exactly as 
we did in the French case. Both the 
permission to return to Italy given to 
Count Sforza and the Count’s obscure 
statements confirm this view. The dis- 
tinguished exile is being sent to Italy, 
not to effect the democratization of the 
regime, but to give it a “popular” ap- 
pearance. 


The Spanish Palace Revolution 


That it is the Red Army which is 
causing the Fascist structure of Europe 
to crack is a truth which becomes quite 
incandescent if we examine recent 
Spanish history. That there has been 
some talk of a restoration of the mon- 
archy and that Franco, whose Blue 
Division fights against an ally, has 
made repeated efforts to obtain lend- 
lease war aid from London and Wash- 
ington has been regarded as the result 
of the Italian debacle. Yet it was on 
March 17th of this year that Franco 
first disclosed his thought in a macabre 
and pessimistic speech. Obviously com- 
menting on the successful Russian win- 
ter offensive he said, ‘“The wat’s objec- 
tives have changed with the entry of 
Russia. The struggle is now one unto 
death.”” He did not say this in 1941 
nor yet in 1942, but only when the 
German failure had become undeni- 
able. Three days before this speech 
the first monarchist plot had been 
aborted. 
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Searching around for an antidote to 
the Russian ague he suddenly discov- 
ered that nothing would reduce his 
fever so much as peace between the 
Axis and its foes. It was on April 16th, 
at the very end of a sustained bout of 
radio aggressiveness against the United 
States, that Jordana, Franco’s foreign 
minister, made his speech proposing 
that Spain and the Vatican should be 
accepted as peace mediators. On the 
same day Germany appointed two spe- 
cialists in American affairs, Dieckhoff 
and Von Weiszacker, to ambassadorial 
posts in Madrid and the Vatican City 
respectively. Franco, there was no 
doubt, was also acting as mouthpiece 
for his creators. 

And to erase all doubts as to the 
crigin of his anxiety he followed out 
this vain effort with another speech, 
“The war has reached a stalemate,” he 
declared. “None of the belligerents 
has the power to destroy his opponent. 
Therefore, those of us who watch the 
struggle with composure consider it 
senseless to delay the peace. And I say 
this because behind this facade (of the 
war) there is something worse, there 
is the growth of Communism. 

The argument for the Palace Revo- 
lution was presented to Franco in a 
document drawn up by twenty-five 
members of his spurious parliament. 
I quote an essential paragraph, “When 
the peace is signed, Spain must not be 
found still in a period of transition. 
Our country must begin now to build 
a state machinery consonant with the 
established traditions of Spain and 
adapted to the present circumstance. 
Only in this way can we prepare our 
nation to meet the brutal assault of in- 
ternal and external forces of dissolu- 
tion and revolt’. Here is a clear ad- 
mission that the fall of German Fas-

cism will provoke revolt in Spain and 
that the Palace Revolution is a deyice 
intended to defeat that revolt. The 
Spanish underground, by the way, has 
constantly reported that Archbishop 
Spellman, during his long visit to 
Europe, was repeatedly asked whether, 
in the event of anti-Fascist revolt, 
Britain and the USA would maintain 
the existing or a similar regime. One 
does not enjoy the right to guess the 
dignitary’s answers though one notes 
that he conversed with Von Ribben- 
trop and Ciano. 

Franco replied, in a public speech 
delivered on July 17th, that there 
would be no change in Spain though 
“the path is not blocked to the pos- 
sibility that one day the regime which 
we created may adopt the character 
which Spain had in her glorious cen- 
turies.”” 

In truth the present political regime 
in Spain is exceedingly nervous. 

What of the church? The Spanish 
church, one gathers, is of the same 

‘opinion. In Spain the recent Papal re- 
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marks about dictatorship were gener- 
ally regarded as advice to Franco. 
However, the Spanish church is even 
more embarrassed by its fears than the 
Italian hierarchy, for it openly sided 
with the most bloody counter-revolu- 
tion in history. The total failure of 
every effort of the Church to originate 
a religious revival has made it very 
conscious of the judgment which the 
laity have passed on their clerical rul- 
ers. In April, when Franco had 
grasped the meaning of the Russian 
winter offensive, he once more set 
about binding the Church to himself. 
Not content with having secured the 
old monarchic right of controlling the 
nominations to the episcopacy, Franco 
has now compelled the bishops to take 
oath of personal allegiance to him. 
The Catholic peasantry of Spain 
hungers for freedom but the Church 
will advise a Palace Revolution and 
will move heaven and a sizable portion 
of the earth to get Allied support in 
advance for a more decorous form of 


tyranny. 


SUPPORT OF VATICAN MEANS WAR 


We have to keep in mind unceasingly that the Vatican is being treated today not as 


the headquarters of a religious institution, but as one of the Great Powers among the 
nations. Yet the Vatican is reactionary; its record is clear. The Vatican supported Gen- 
eral Franco and would support an authoritarian government in Italy—or France, or any- 
where. If Franco remains a dictator in Spain, the repercussions both in Europe and 
Latin America will threaten the peace of the world continuously. If there are authori- 
tarian governments, recognized and supported by the democracies, anywhere in Europe, 
similar results must be expected. To prevent revolutions, international intrigue will 
Spring up. In the present situation, this would soon involve Russia, which country fears 
above all else a coalition of authoritarian powers bringing all other Western nations by 
one path or another into a war against Russia.

BACK TO WEIMAR 
By HEINZ POL 


hes London correspondent of the 
New York Times on September 30 
cabled an interesting report about the 
present state of morale among the Ger- 
man people to his paper. The report 
was based mainly on recent observa- 
tions made by Swiss newspapermen 
and travellers. After describing the 
growing uneasiness among the Ger- 
man population, the report concluded: 

“Fear of Russia has led to a curious 
drift in German public opinion. The 
people are beginning to believe Dr. 
Joseph Goebbels’ propaganda that the 
Soviet armies are coming to destroy 
them and, paradoxically, civilians are 
said to be secretly praying for a speedy 
Allied offensive that at least will spare 
them from the terrors in the East.” 

It is, indeed, a well known fact that 
the Nazis, in order to prevent a prema- 
ture collapse of the home front, keep 
telling the German people that defeat 
means the bolshevization of the Father- 
land as well as of all Europe. But this 
is not the whole story. More impor- 
tant is the fact that the Nazis use the 
same argument in their propaganda 
directed to the rest of the world. And 
not only the Nazis proper, but even 
certain German, anti-Nazi groups in- 
side and outside of Germany are fran- 
tically trying to persuade the govern- 
ments in London and Washington to 
act quickly to stop the Russian army on 
its march to Berlin. 

The reason why certain German 
groups are now coming out with plans 
of a peace between Germany and 
“Western civilization” against the 
“Red menace” is clear. They want to 
divide the Allied nations in order to 


keep their key positions in a post-Hit- 
ler Germany and they want to be en- 
trusted by the victors with the task of 
nipping in the bud any genuine revo- 
lutionary movement toward political 
democracy and the socialization of 
German economy. 

For about two years, a curious Ger- 
man clandestine anti-Nazi station has 
been in existence. The station calls 
itself ‘“Gustav Siegfried I.’”’ Its speaker 
is the so-called “Chief” who poses as 
a former German officer. As a matter 
of fact, the station appears to be 
founded and operated by a group of 
dissatisfied army men who, although 
strongly nationalistic, are nevertheless 
against Hitler and the Nazi Party. 

They have accused the Nazis of de- 
stroying the “good old. conservative 
parties” in Germany. Well, this sta- 
tion which is regarded as the unofficial 
mouthpiece of the Reichswehr and the 
Prussian Junkers, on September 16 of 
this year broadcast the following: 

“Everyone who today thinks of Ger- 
many’s future, has the task of liquidat- 
ing a lost war in order to save what- 
ever can be saved. Therefore, we must 
liquidate the war in time, that is, now. 
For we must guarantee the future ex- 
istence of our Fatherland as a cultural 
and economic power. The only way 
to accomplish this is by an immediate 
understanding with the Western pow- 
ers. It is the Western powers who with 
their growing war potential are now 
strong enough to give the coup de 
grace to German economy from which 
it would never recover. But it is again 
the powers of the West which could 
make of Germany a lawful community, 
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if a peace were concluded which would 
permit us to secure our share in the 
economic and cultural life of the 
Western countries in which we would 
again hold an honorable place. . . . 
We have reason to believe that there 
is a readiness on the part of the West- 
ern powers to start negotiations on 
such a basis with Germany... .” 

Since this is the first time that the 
“Gustav Siegfried I” transmitter has 
engaged in any such peace propa- 
ganda, its utterances deserve special 
attention, particularly at a moment 
when the Russians—the ‘“East’’—are 
trying to split the German army 
through the propaganda spread by the 
Free German Committee in Moscow. 

After having made his offer to the 
West, the “Chief” in his broadcast of 
September 16 continued: 

“The Commu-Nazis do not want to 
conclude a peace with the West. The 
Commu-Nazis are willing to evacuate 
the whole territory conquered in the 
East in order to come to an under- 
standing with the Bolsheviks. But this 
would be the end of our liberty and 
culture, and would mean the proletari- 
zation of all our people. It would 
mean the cruel standard of eternal 
misery, the stabilization of the Himm- 
ler state with its SS regime controlled 
by Moscow. It would save the clique 
around the SS and be the end of Ger- 
many.” 

The “Chief” who, of course, broad- 
casts in the German language with a 
slight Berlin accent, did not use the 
term “Commu-Nazis’ literally. He 
used the word “Die Kommune.” This 
word apparently only applies to the 
Communists but it has also been used 
for years by certain reactionary circles 
in Germany against the radical ele- 
ments among the Nazis. It is a clever 
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trick, to say the least, to denounce 
everyone in Germany who does not ac- 
cept the division of the world in West- 
ern civilization and Eastern barbarism 
as a member of the “Kommune.” 
About the “Kommune” which, in the 
eyes of the “Chief,” is an alliance be- 
tween Himmler and Stalin, the mes- 
sage of September 16 went on to say: 

“The Commu-Nazis may try to in- 
timidate our generals and admirals. 
They will not succeed. We must place 
all our energy and all our means at the 
disposal of those men in Germany who 
can establish contact with the Western 
powers right now when our frontlines 
are not yet broken and when our in- 
dustry is still strong enough for com- 
petition. Germany is not going to die 
in order that the Commu-Nazis may 
live. The Commu-Nazis have to die 
so that Germany may live. It can be 
done and it will be done.” 

Thus ended the remarkable speech 
of “Gustav Siegfried I” on September 
16. It might be useful to add that al- 
though no outsider knows exactly who 
are the men behind the transmitter, 
many well-informed circles believe 
that it is stationed on British territory, 
presumably at Gibraltar. If this is true, 
then the broadcasts of the “Chief,” 
who might well be a released German 
prisoner holding the rank of an officer, 
reflect more or less the views of Brit- 
ish official circles. These circles seem 
to be interested in counterbalancing 
the effects of the propaganda issued 
by the Free German Committee in 
Moscow. 

This Free German Committee, how- 
ever, has never asked the “Commu- 
Nazis” to make an alliance with the 
East against the West, nor is there any 
other secret German station, sponsored 
or not, in any part of the world which 
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tries to promote a Russian-German 
understanding directed against Eng- 
land and the United States. The only 
one who is engaged in this kind of dis- 
ruptive propaganda is “Gustav Sieg- 
fried I” which claims to be the voice 
of the German officer corps, the big 
industrialists, and the conservative ele- 
ments in Germany. 

There is other evidence to prove that 
certain German circles are taking ad- 
vantage of the present situation. These 
circles are not reactionary or conserva- 
tive in the accepted sense of the word. 
They are the exiled members of the 
German Social Democratic Party 
which, before Hitler, was the most 
powerful political party in Germany, 
with six to nine million voters, com- 
prising practically all the members of 
the trade-unions, in other words: the 
large majority of the German working 
class. 

On the other hand, the leaders of 
this powerful party which from 1918 
to 1933 practically ruled Germany, and 
especially the Prussian state, were 
weaklings, appeasers, and even traitors 
to their own past and their own prom- 
ises. After having caused the failure 
of the German revolution in 1918, 
they succeeded in ruining their own 
creation, the Weimar Republic. They 
were primarily concerned with fight- 
ing the more radical and advanced 
groups and parties of the labor move- 
ment. In ofder to do this thoroughly 
they sought and, of course, obtained 
the assistance of the reactionary par- 
ties. The final result was that the re- 
actionary parties kicked out their ser- 
vants from the Left, i.e. the Social 
Democrats, and gave the power to 
their servants from the Right, the 
Nazis. 

One would think that former party 
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leaders with such a record would never 
be regarded as potential leaders of a 
post-Hitler Germany, and, as a matter 
of fact, during the past ten years no- 
body paid much attention to them. Up 
to the summer of this year, the Neue 
Volkszeitung, a German-language 
weekly published by the former Social 
Democratic leaders in New York City, 
was a paper with no influence and a 
very small circulation. But then some- 
thing happened: the Nexe Volkszei- 
tung obtained official permission to 
send thousands of copies into the Ger- 
man prison camps all over the coun- 
try, and its editor-in-chief was sum- 
moned to Washington where he te- 
ceived a temporary assignment, pre- 
sumably as an adviser on German 
affairs. 

At the same time, the anti-Russian 
attitude of the paper became increas- 
ingly aggressive. The leaders of the 
German Social Democratic Party have 
always been outspoken opponents of 
Moscow. The fight against Commu- 
nism and Bolshevism was the basis of 
their whole foreign and domestic pol- 
icy. After the Nazi attack, when 
Russia joined the United Nations and 
concluded a pact with Great Britain, 
the Social Democratic leaders and the 
Neue Volkszeitung became slightly 
subdued in their anti-Moscow propa- 
ganda. But the foundation of the Free 
German Committee in Moscow which 
for some officials in Washington con- 
jured up the spectre of a future “Red 
Germany” revived the agitation of the 
Social Democratic leaders. Here are 
some characteristic quotations from re- 
cent issues of the Neue Volkszeitung: 

“For the time being one must un- 
derstand that the German Social Dem- 
ocrats, after their experiences with the 
German Communists, are filled with 
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- suspicions toward Moscow. Moscow 
was the centre of aspirations which 
also tended to destroy democracy, in 
Germany.” 

These gentlemen are particularly an- 
noyed at the Free German Committee 
just founded in London which, inci- 
dentally, includes Social Democrats as 
members. But since they know that in- 
fluential circles in Washington look 
upon the Free German Committees in 
Moscow and London with a certain 
amount of uneasiness, they need not re- 
strain themselves. The editor-in-chief 
of the paper, just back from his Wash- 
ington assignment, recently wrote: 

“He who knows his way around 
in German politics realizes at once 
that the democratic-Social Democtratic- 
bourgeois trimmings of the Free Ger- 
man Committee in London are nothing 
but trimmings. Wilhelm Koenen, one 
of the most despicable Communist 
grave diggers of the German Republic, 
has a decisive voice in this Committee. 
... We ate not inclined to have con- 
fidence in the democratic intentions of 
those who are followers of the Soviet 
dictatorship. Therefore, we look upon 
the new London branch of the Mos- 
cow mother firm with equally great 
skepticism .. .” 

This is precisely the attitude that 
pleases certain official circles which are 
not without influence. Especially after 
recent experiences in Italy these circles 
seem to be of the opinion that any 
future revolutionary movements in 
Europe cannot be stopped successfully 
with the help of former Fascists, half- 
Fascists and reactionaries. On the con- 
trary, they will only radicalize the 
masses which they are supposed to 
tame, and thus achieve the opposite of 
what is expected of them. 

In view of these justified fears the 
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idea seems to gain ground to gather 
democratic and liberal elements rather 
than Darlans and Badoglios, prefer- 
ably the representatives of the Second 
International, which for decades has 
been as good as dead. What remains 
of the Second International—thus the 
plan goes—can be successfully used to 
hold down “Communistic’” revolutions 
in Europe and at the same time to com- 
bat any future Russian influence on 
the European continent. 

The bankrupt German Social Demo- 
cratic leaders are the most eager spon- 
sors for the resurrection of the Second 
International. For this reason they 
have contacted their friends in the 
American Federation of Labor (Mat- 
thew Woll, David Dubinski, John 
Childs, etc.) in order to win them over 
for their plans. The A.F.L. recently 
published a memorandum on the fu- 
ture collaboration of the European and 
American workers, the most important 
part of which concerns itself with the 
tole of the German Social Democrats 
in the past and in the future, after 
Hitler’s fall. This memorandum was 
published by the Neze Volkszeitung 
on September 25 and is the essence of 
demagogy, in addition to being a fla- 
gtant falsification of historical facts. 

But this is not all. There is, further- 
more, Friedrich Stampfer, former ed- 
itor of the Berlin paper Vorwaerts, a 
politician who from 1918 to 1933 did 
everything to hinder a truly democratic 
development in Germany. In the Neze 
V olkszeitung, Stampfer formulates his 
future program in the following 
terms: 

“For the period immediately after 
the war, that is, during the time of the 
armistice, during which it will be 
necessary to reckon with the military 
occupation of Germany by the United 
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Nations, we call attention to the un- 
questionable fact that the former func- 
tionaries of the Social Democratic 
Party and all the free trade unions rep- 
resent the most reliable groups of per- 
sons upon whom the authorities desig- 
nated. for the liquidation of the Nazi 
institutions can rely.” 

Certainly, the rank and file of the 
trade unions in Germany and many 
former functionaries of the Social 
Democratic Party are the backbone of 
the anti-Nazi front in Germany, and 
they are the men who will finally de- 
stroy Hitler and German imperialism. 
But I doubt very much whether they 
will again accept as their leaders the 
same men who during the period of 
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the Weimar Republic cheerfully led 
them from one disaster into another,— 
from Noske and Ebert to Hindenburg 
and Hitler. 


But this part of the picture does not 
concern those official or semi-official 
circles who are beginning to sponsor 
Stampfer and his friends. These circles 
are only interested in finding people 
who undoubtedly are against Hitler 
and for some anemic form of democ- 
tacy, but whose hatred and fear of a. 
genuine revolution of the German 
people and of the Russians is so over- 
whelming that they will easily become 
again the tools of a reactionary policy 
after the war.

FRANCO'S ROYALIST COUP

° (Qa: JUAN BEIGBEDER of 

the Spanish Fascist Army is now 
in Washington. He is well received in 
high places. He attends very exclusive 
dinner parties given by the very flower 
of Georgetown society, and at these 
quiet little feasts he tells many indis- 
creet but highly hilarious anti-Franco 
stories. A charming fellow, this Beig- 
beder, he makes these anti-Franco an- 
ecdotes of his sound as funny as the 
anti-Hitler stories Marshal Goering 
used to tell gullible statesmen in Berlin 
until September 2, 1939. 

But Beigbeder is in Washington for 
more than the amusement of the smart 
set. He has assumed the toga of 
Spain’s Badoglio, and his best friends 
are openly boasting of the support he 
has received in high places in Wash- 
ington. A modest man, Beigbeder likes 
to picture himself not as a candidate 
for the job now held by Francisco 
Franco but as the loyal warrior who 
will lead the fight to restore the de- 
crepit Bourbon dynasty to the vacant 
throne of Spain. 

In August, 1942, Beigbeder fled 
from Spain to London, where he per- 
mitted all and sundry to bill him on 
the after-dinner circuit as the “Spanish 
Hess.” His act at that time consisted 
of letting it be known that he could no 
longer stand for the German domina- 
tion of the Spanish Army. 

To Spanish civilians and army offi- 
cers familiar with Beigbeder and his 
history, this was indeed a novel role 
for Juan Beigbeder to assume. They 
recalled, for example, the World War 


I record of the good Colonel (who, in- 
cidentally, was the son of Alsatian, not 
Spanish, parents). During the last 
war, Beigbeder, then a staff corps cap- 
tain in the Spanish Monarchist Army, 
was one of those Monarchist officers 
who conspired with Eberhard von 
Stohrer of the Kaiser’s Embassy to 
bring Spain into the war on the side 
of Germany. Nor was Beigbeder’s role 
in this conspiracy confined to secret 
discussions in the back rooms of cafes:, 
working under Mannesman, chief of 
German intelligence in Morocco, Beig- 
beder did the staff work for those Ger- 
man-controlled Arab armies which at- 
tacked the French forces of Marshal 
Lyautey. 

After the Spanish Monarchy rotted 
away like a diseased thing and died in 
1931, Beigbeder remained in the 
Army. He even took an oath to the 
Spanish Republic, an oath he pro- 
ceeded to violate immediately. The 
trusting republic sent him to Berlin as 
military attache; when, in 1934, the re- 
public recalled Beigbeder from Berlin 
the Nazis actually protested this move. 
The republic sent Beigbeder to Moroc- 
co. There, working on orders and with 
funds from General von Faupel’s 
Ibero-American Institute of Berlin, 
Juan Beigbeder organized the armies 
of Moors and Foreign Legionaries he 
and Franco were to lead against the 
Republic in July, 1936. Beigbeder’s 
mercenaries were transported from 
Morocco to the Spanish mainland in 
German Junkers planes flown by Nazi 
officers. 
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During the German-Italian war 
against the Spanish Republic, Beig- 
beder served with distinction in the 
Axis armies. His intimate during this 
war was a man who chose to be known 
simply as “Paco.” Friend Paco made 
many trips from his villa in Southern 

France to Spain during the Spanish 
War. On many of these trips, he was 
accompanied by Juan Beigbeder. Very 
few people in Spain knew what Paco’s 
real name was, or why he made these 
trips. But Beigbeder knew very well 
who Paco was, and what he was up to; 
he knew because Paco was his boss. 
Paco was really Franck Ritter von 
Goss, the head of Nazi intelligence in 
Spain. 

Madrid fell to the Nazis in April, 
1939. Shortly after this defeat for 
world democracy, Juan Beigbeder was 
made Foreign Minister of the puppet 
government of Spain. He lost both 
this job and his blond mistress in an 
intra-family fight to El Cunadissimo 
(The Brother-in-Lawissimo) Serrano 
Suner. As his reward for being a good 
Fascist, Beigbeder was then placed in 
charge of important Axis activities in 
Spanish Morocco—the scene of his 
earlier services to Germany. 

And then, after the Russian armies 
began to maul the Nazi divisions on 
the Russian front, Beigbeder suddenly 
saw the light. He went to London as 
the Spanish Hess. He also was quoted 
as having said some very nasty things 
about the Nazis. 

Be that as it may, Beigbeder and the 
Germans evidently kissed and made up 
—for this year the Spanish Hess ar- 
rived from London as the head of a 
mission of officers officially represent- 
ing the German-dominated Spanish 
Fascist Army. As a visiting Spanish 
Fascist official, the Alsatian colonel 
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maintained excellent relations with the 
Spanish Embassy, and made many 
tours of U. S. Army camps and military 
establishments. 

And then, as the British and Ameri- 
can forces prepared to move into Sicily, 


Juan Beigbeder suddenly saw the light’ 


again. He quietly broke with the Span- 
ish Embassy in Washington—a break 
which Spanish diplomats in the United 
States have generously advertised in 
lush bars and excellent homes—and 
unlimbered the first of his devastating 
personal anecdotes about the chubby 
little Spanish Caudillo. In making this 
break, however, Beigbeder did not part 
from his pro-Nazi Spanish friends like 
Enrique Cervantes (see editorial on 
Page 9, Ed.). 

Why Beigbeder had to go through 
the motions of breaking with the Span- 
ish Embassy when he embarked upon 
his social career as a retailer of anti- 
Franco stories is a little hard to under- 
stand in the light of recent activities 
of Juan F. Cardenas, Spanish Ambas- 
sador to Washington. For Juanito 
Cardenas, who in his long career be- 
trayed, in turn, the Spanish Monarchy 
and the Spanish Republic, is now en- 
tertaining private dinner parties in 
New York and Washington with a 
line of anti-Franco stories as funny as 
the yarns delivered by Juan Beigbeder. 
Even more significant is the fact that 
Juanito Cardenas is adding pro-Mon- 
archist morals to most of his anti- 
Franco diatribes. 

It seems like only yesterday that the 
bogus Marqués de Aguiar arrived on 
a British diplomatic passport (issued 
to Augustin Guitierrez de Balbontin) 
and registered with the State Depart- 
ment as the official representative of 
the Catholic and Royalist Parties of 
Spain. The Marqués made some bitter 
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anti-Franco statements, and no less a 
personage than Juanito Cardenas 
showed up the spuriousness of his title. 
Cardenas then attacked the Marqués 
and all that he claimed to stand for, an 
attack which was carried in Spain, 
that organ of the Spanish Library of 
Information in New York which sud- 
denly ceased publication after Pearl 
Harbor. 

But since that dim yesterday in 1941 
when the shady Marqués arrived in 
Washington, the detested Jewish Bol- 
sheviks and Protestant Plutocrats have 
taken the offensive in Russia and in 
North Africa and in Italy. The noble 
Mussolini is no more, and the “Dear 
Ally” Hitler (“Dear Ally” are exactly 
the words used to describe Hitler in 
Falangist propaganda distributed in 
Latin America) has discovered that 
Russian summers are even worse than 
Russian winters. 

The Duke of Alba, Franco’s Am- 
bassador to London, has also hit the 
sawdust trail. He too is telling anti- 
Franco stories these days, and, like 
Juanito Cardenas, Alba is now all-out 
for the restoration of the Monarchy in 
Madrid. He is lending more than his 
voice to this great crusade—he is even 
lending his name. His best friends 
hint that he is about to wed Victoria 
de Bourbon, last of the Spanish 
Queens—a ceremony which leads old 
Madrilenos to mutter “after thirty 
years, it’s about time.” 

Prominent Falangistas in the United 
States, in Latin America, and even in 
Spain are now openly declaring them- 
selves to be Spanish Monarchists. Juan 
March, and his agents in New York 
and London, have raised the banner of 
Restoration. Leaders and organizers of 
the Casa de Espana of New York 
(which, like the magazine Spain, 
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quietly folded its tents after Pearl Har- 
bor), now claim that they were mon- 
atchists all along and never, never 
held any brief for the Falange. 

The monarchist crusade gave birth 
to a queer Odyssey this year, a voyage 
which must not pass without notice. 
In the summer of 1943, the prominent, 
wealthy Spanish Falangist, Jose An- 
tonio Sangroniz, gave up his job as 
Spanish Ambassador to Venezuela and 
set sail for Europe. Sangroniz, one of 
the Spaniards who backed the Axis in- 
vasion of his homeland with his mil- 
lions, went first from Venezuela to 
Switzerland. The Axis press and the 
Axis radio, through their gossip mills 
in Berne, Ankara, Stockholm and other 
cities, soon let the world know that 
Senor Sangroniz had broken with 
Franco and was bound for Switzerland 
to implore Don Juan de Bourbon to 
become King of Imperial Spain. 

Sangroniz did, indeed, see Senor 
Bourbon in Switzerland. He also let 
it be known—off the record, of course 
—that he was bound for Spain to de- 
mand that Franco get off the dictator’s 
seat and make way for the King. But 
somehow, despite this apparent trea- 
son, Sangroniz was not flung into a 
concentration camp when he returned 
to Madrid. In fact, after the people of 
Palermo greeted the American troops 
with flowers and wine, Sangroniz was 
given an important diplomatic job by 
the Caudillo. Sangroniz was sent to 
Algiers to be Spain’s unofficial ambas- 
sador to the French Committee of Lib- 
eration—where he can be paraded as 
living proof that Franco is not taking 
orders from Hitler. For you see, 
Franco is also part of this monarchist 
conspiracy to restore the Bourbon dyn- 
asty to Spain. 

Franco is in it because, as a German 
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puppet, he has no choice in the matter. 
Like the so-called Spanish Civil War, 
the projected restoration of the-mon- 
archy in Spain is a plan conceived and 
directed by Berlin. The men who cre- 
ated Hitler expect no mercy from the 
common people of England or the 
Soviet Union. They not only expect to 
lose the war, but also expect to finally 
lose Germany. Spain is the last line of 
retreat for the men who own Hitler. 
If they lose Spain, which they control 
today, they have lost all. 

If Germany’s masters can retain 
their present control of Spain, they can 
make a third bid for world domination 
within the next decade. The men be- 
hind Hitler are no fools. They know 
that there will be no room in the post- 
war world for the shirted, stiff-armed 
type of Fascism which is now being 
blasted to bits by the armies of the 
United Nations. They know that if the 
modern slave-state is to continue after 
the war, it must change its form. The 
obvious Spanish form for this slave- 
state is that of a Bourbon Monarchy. 

In a slave-state, where wages are 
kept permanently low, where taxes are 
not spent on such democratic luxuries 
as free schools, hospitals, social secur- 
ity, where prices and rents can never 
be regulated—in such a state, its mas- 
ters can afford to throw its products on 
the world markets at lower prices than 
those asked by the free states. A slave- 
_ state in Spain can remain a safe repos- 
itory for the investments of the power- 
ful Spanish landowners and merchants 
of Latin America. 

The masters of Germany, the care- 
ful planners of the war we are now 
fighting, know exactly what they are 
doing in Spain. If they can come out 
of this war with Spain in their hands, 
they propose to create an Ibero-Ameri- 
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can bloc which would embrace Spain, 
Fascist Portugal, Argentina and cer- 
tain Latin American nations now nom- 
inally on our side. Such a bloc, with 
its economic lines extending into every 
Latin American nation as well as the 
Philippines, can quickly grow into an 
octopus of no mean proportions. This 
octopus, with its head in the Iberian 
Peninsula and its tentacles extending 
to every Spanish speaking country in 
the world, must inevitably reach a 
stage when it will attempt to crush all 
in its way. In short, it will be the beast 
which can unleash World War III be- 
fore the wounds of World War II can 
be completely healed. 

It is easy to see why the men who 
created Hitler are now trying to restore 
the Spanish Monarchy. What becomes 
somewhat harder to swallow is the 
spectacle of high officials in London 
and in Washington lending their sup- 
port to the traveling salesmen of this 
Berlin-Madrid real estate promotion. 

Why do the Beigbeders of the Span- 
ish world get British and American 
visas? Why do stories by informed 
sounding boards like Pertinax raise the 
issue of Lend-Lease Aid to Spain when 
the name of Beigbeder is mentioned? 

Why do minor “Spanish monarchist 
leaders” like the “Marqués” de Aguiar 
and his Mexican stooge, the “Mar- 
qués’”” de Castellon travel to America 
on British diplomatic passports ? 

Why does Dr. Juan Negrin, last 
Premier of the anti-Axis Spanish Re- 
public, sit in London as a virtual pris- 
oner? Why are the anti-Fascist lead- 
ers of the Spanish Republic which 
fought the Nazis for three years de- 
nied British and American visas? Is it 
that they are still being punished for 
“premature anti-Fascism,” that worst 
of all modern transgressions ? 
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The treatment of the Spanish Re- 
publican leaders raises an even more 
disturbing question. Spain is today the 
scene of a bitter struggle between the 
Republican underground and _ the 
Nazis. The Republicans never stopped 
fighting after Madrid fell to German 
arms and world appeasement in 1939. 
As in 1936, the vast majority of the 
Spanish people are Republican and 
anti-Fascist. The Republican under- 
ground is also quite in tune with events 
on the Italian and Russian fronts: its 
illegal radios and its illegal news- 
papers are increasing in numbers and 
in power. The sabotage squads of the 
Republican underground did quite a 
decent job of wrecking the Fascist 
naval base at Cartegena this Spring. 
The Republican guerrilla armies in the 
hills of the Austurias, in Catalonia, in 
the southern provinces are killing more 
Fascists and dominating more regions. 
More frequently, now that Naples and 
Kiev have fallen from Fascist hands, 
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the Spanish Fascist papers report that 
troops have been called out to fight 
“highwaymen.” The highwaymen, of 
course, are the Republican guerrillas. 

This growing Republican under- 
ground has repeatedly served notice 
that any Bourbon foolish enough to sit 
in the Spanish throne will be killed 
within a few days of his coronation. 
It has also served notice that any at- 
tempt to put over a monarchy deal in 
Spain will be answered with a full- 
scale open revolt. 

There is no doubt but that the Ger- 
mans intend to go through with their 
plans for the restoration of the mon- 
archy. When the Spanish people rise 
up against this Nazi incubus, are they 
to get the same treatment from the 
western democracies that they received 
when they fought the Axis troops from 
July, 1936 to April, 1939? 

In the answer to this question lies 
the key to the history of the next 
twenty years.

It may interest you to have an official view of the 
up-to-date way in which Franco is meeting the social, human and religious 
problems of the day: 


After The Storm The Calm 


The Spanish government has done a great deal to repair the injustices 
committed against the Church, and everything leads one to believe that the 
noble neighbor and sister nation, after so many and such profound upheavals, 
will continue as ever their Catholic tradition in peace and prosperity. 

Public worship has been fully reestablished. The clergy and the seminaries 
are supported by the state. 

The crucifix has been replaced in public buildings, schools and courthouses. 

The teaching of the catechism is obligatory and is entrusted to priests. 

Publications on religious matters are subject to ecclesiastical censorship. 

The dignity and purity of marriage has been reestablished purely and simply 
by abolishing divorce. 

Co-education has been abolished. 

The press and the radio favor religious action. 

Today, although almost without the responsibilities of a colonial power, 
Catholic Spain does not forget the duty of propagating the Faith, and the 
Catholic missions enjoy the protection of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 

Spain without fear and with no half measures has decidedly entered the 
road of her glorious tradition.

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THE REAL HEROES 


BATTLE HyMN OF CHINA, by Agnes Smedley. Alfred A. Knopf, $3.50. 


Rare indeed is the war correspondent’s 
book which combines vividness and warmth 
in detailing the lives of people with an 
understanding of the social forces strug- 
gling in the modern world. Agnes Smed- 
ley, who has spent 12 years in China, four 
of them at the front with the guerrilla and 
national armies, has produced the most il- 
luminating report of China at war precisely 
because she has this warmth and under- 
standing as well as a passionate involve- 
ment in the anti-Fascist fight to create the 
conditions for constructing a new social 
order. 

The Chinese people, guerrilla and gen- 
eral, soldier and student, live unforgettably 
in these pages as individuals as well as par- 
ticipants and victims in a segment of world 
wide upheaval. Here is none of the shal- 
lowness inevitable in the alleged detach- 
ment and objectivity so highly valued in the 
book review columns of the American press. 
Miss Smedley was bound to these Chinese 
fighters for progress by “‘the spiritual bonds 
that are formed at the front, intangible, but 
so much stronger than flesh and steel.” She 
understood therefore that their lives have 
meaning and in grasping this meaning suc- 
ceeds in revealing that this or that Chinese 
community through which she passed was 
“like a drop of water that reflected the 
whole world.” 

Her book is a remarkably vivid account 
of those Chinese who are struggling to at- 
tain stature as human beings for themselves 
and their people against the forces of for- 
€ign imperialism and native reaction whose 
continued existence depends on the ability 
to crush these aspirations and force society 
backwards. 

Everywhere she travelled, at the front or 
behind the Japanese lines, Miss Smedley 
met the question stated most baldly by Gen- 
eral Li Chung-ren, Commander-in-Chief of 
the Fifth War Zone who said: “The Jap- 
anese murderers were without a sword. 
America gave them a sword.” It was a 


question that she could not answer for 
Chinese soldiers who were continually 
being bombed by American planes and were 
fighting an army that moved on American 
trucks and gasoline. 

Not a Communist herself, Miss Smedley 
spent considerable time with the Chinese 
Red Armies. Her report of the internal 
warfare directed by the Central Govern- 
ment against the Chinese Communists is 
valuable today when reports from Chung- 
king suggest that the Kuomintang is fabri- 
cating new incidents to serve as an excuse 
for a renewed attempt to destroy the Com- 
munist armies. 

Miss Smedley does not mince words in 
describing the brutal dictatorship enforced 
by Chiang Kai-shek with the aid of foreign 
imperialism following the defeat of the 
Chinese Revolution in 1927 nor in assaying 
the strength of these forces in China today. 
Of the conflicts between the Kuomintang 
and the Communists she says: 

“The basic causes of all these conflicts 
must be sought in political and social 
forces, not in military conditions. The 
spectre of civil war had never been laid, 
even after the Japanese invasion. The rul- 
ing class, primarily the landlords, viewed 
with terror the growth of the Eighth Route 
and New Fourth Armies because these 
mobilized, educated, and armed the com- 
mon people. Landlords who had fled to 
the Far West or to the port cities before 
the Japanese saw their peasants in arms, 
standing their ground and fighting. Could 
such men be expected to lay down their 
guns after the war had ended and return 
to the old conditions? Certainly not! 

“Let it be clear that the Chinese Com- 
munists always declared that socialism 
could not be introduced until China had 
passed through the democratic stage. How- 
ever, they never confused a private capital- 
ism, with its tendency to concentrate eco- 
nomic power in the hands of a few, with 
democracy. They taught their troops and 
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the people that all Chinese must unite and 
march forward together; and when they 
said forward they meant forward. That 
they made mistakes and were often as in- 
transigent as Jesuits and capitalists cannot 
be denied. But as they preached, so did 
they practice. No men were more prepared 
to die for their convictions than they. Guns 
in their hands, they stood at the front with 
the people, and it was difficult to see just 
where their forces ended and the people 


began... .”

Wuat To Do With ItaLy, by Gaetano 
Salvemini and George LaPiana. Duell, 
Sloan and Pearce, 270 Madison Ave., 
New York, N. Y. 


FALANGE, by Allan Chase. G. P. Putnam’s 
Sons, $3.00. 


Like two tough fighting generals in the 
field, Professors Salvemini and LaPiana 
have sifted and evaluated the available in- 
formation about the enemy and presented 
their report to those who have, or should 
have, the final say regarding the plan of 
~ combat and peace—that is to say the people 
who bear the brunt of this People’s War. 
The enemy is constituted by those within 
Italy and without who would be content 
with merely changing the label of Fascism 
and so perpetuate it—substituting “‘pro- 
allied Fascism for pro-German Fascism,” 
as they put it. This enemy is given no 
quarter. 

The book came out while the under- 
ground battle between Fascist and non-Fas- 
cist was at white heat and while the strug- 
gle at arms was developing in our favor. 
Some of the events which these political 
strategists foresaw have already transpired 
—like the collapse of the existing political 
regime, the Nazi occupation of Northern 
Italy, the flight of the royal family to the 
arms of the allies and the alarming toler- 
ance, if not favor, shown toward these crim- 
inal accessories to Fascist gangsterism be- 
fore, after and during the fact. The rest of 
the struggle seems to be unfolding much 
as foreseen or feared, with such variations 
of subsidiary detail as circumstance may 
dictate—and always dictates in battle. 

These hardy fighters speak as men who 
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love their cause—the cause of Italy break- 
ing its chains. Being American citizens, 
they speak out fiercely, valiantly for the es- 
tablishment in their own beloved land— 
and time and again they reveal that they 
love Italy deeply—of those principles which 
inform our own American way, no more 
and no less. So doing they perform a great 
service for their adopted country as they do 
for the land of their birth—and for all 
lands where people aspire for freedom in 
the face of hard-bitten and shameless 
enemies. They carry on the fight of Maz- 
zini, of Cavour, of Garibaldi with all the 
incandescent fierceness of these, wherefore, 
as is natural, all the old enemies of these 
emerge from their hiding places in savage 
attack against those who have now taken 
up the quarrel with that foe. 

For the reasons just summarized: for the 
reason that the authors so accurately gauge 
the intent of the foe, laying bare the un- 
adorned record of their manoeuvers, strata- 
gems and intrigues, the present critic be- 
lieves that this is the most important work 
of the year annotating the issues of war and 
peace. For its revelations do not bear on 
the problem of Italy alone. They bear on 
the whole subject of peace in Europe, in 
Russia, on our continent. The forces which, 
as to Italy, seek to frustrate the will of the 
people, which play upon the fears and 
abuse the trust of well-intentioned but mis- 
informed statesmen doubtful in their hearts 
of the masses, which again flaunt the false 
danger signal of Jacobinism, are the same 
whether they happen to be looking at Italy, 
at France, at Spain, at Latin America or at 
our Own country. 

This book gives you the set-up and shows 
you how it ticks. Only when the respon- 
sible citizen, still too oblivious to what is 
happening around him—gets the shape and 
the movements of this thing firmly in his 
head will he be able to do his part to throw 
a righteous monkey wrench into the ma- 
chinery of it. That is why I should again 
like to say to the responsible citizen con- 
cerned about peace, not in our time alone 
but in the time that shall come: “Get this 
book before all others and learn it by 
heart.” 

The book surveys the whole panorama 
of the gestation, birth and senile decrepi- 
tude of Italian Fascism. We regret that we 
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cannot go farther and say death. On the 
very day these words are written there ap- 
pears in the press a fulsome statement from 
Italy’s so-called King embracing the cause 
of the allies—that cause he has so con- 
tumaciously been trampling under foot 
these twenty-two long years. Thus is in 
process of realization one of the worst fears 
expressed in this book, for, as the authors 
show, the perpetuation of the monarchy is 
merely the perpetuation of Fascism under 
slightly modified labels. The contract be- 
tween the monarchy and the people stood 
broken from the moment when the King, 
in the face of advice and warnings from his 
ministers, with malice aforethought gave to 
Mussolini, whom he now with such comical 
lip service denounces, his boost into power. 
The authors tell the bare record of the 
partnership between the King—perhaps 
more despised by the people than Mussolini 
himself—and it is devastating. 

Equally devastating is the record of the 
partnership between political clericalism as 
represented by the Vatican and this curse 
that has lain so heavily on the people. The 
authors go to first sources, the pronounce- 
ments of two popes and their official fam- 
ilies, the Osservaiore Romano, the Lateran 
treaty and the Concordat, and offer an ap- 
palling citation of chapter and verse. They 
carry this citation to our own shores where 
political clericalism as represented by its 
hierarchy and press sang the praises of Fas- 
cism day in and day out. 

Cardinal O’Connell, decorated by Mus- 
solini, called him a genius “given to Italy 
by God,” thereby re-echoeing the praises 
bestowed upon him by Pius XI, who called 
him “the man sent by Providence.” Car- 
dinals Mundelein and Daugherty applauded 
him, Cardinal Hayes was four times deco- 
rated by him and gave him great praise. 
This attitude and this record are of the 
highest importance at a moment when the 
clerical press of this country is again voci- 
ferous in demanding that the Italian ques- 
tion be settled, not according to the wishes 
of the people, but according to the wishes 
of all that reactionary crowd who had com- 
plicity in the crime of Fascism itself. Cer- 
tainly the maxim is as valid here as any- 
where else, that he who comes into court 
must do so with clean hands. 

The Vatican’s partnership with Fascism 
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began when it helped pave Fascism’s way 
by suppressing liberal parties, and in par- 
ticular the Populist party of Don Sturzo. 
Fascism had hardly come into power when 
it arranged with the Vatican to underwrite 
the Bank of Rome, (wherein Vatican funds 
were deposited) at great cost to the state. 
The financial arrangement that accompanied 
the Concordat gave to the Vatican 750 mil- 
lion lire in cash and state bonds to the 
extent of one billion lire at 5%. Mussolini 
had fettered St. Peter with chains forged of 
silver and thenceforth held him in bondage. 
The Pope waited 10 years to issue his “Non 
abbiamo bisogno,” an outgrowth of the 
tug-of-war for prestige and power between 
the Pope and the Duce. But it is to be 
noted that even this encyclical, of which so 
much is made, did not constitute a condem- 
nation of Fascism. Indeed the Pope went 
to pains to point out the contrary and to 
express gratitude for favors Fascism had 
bestowed upon the church. 

The authors, in the light of this record, 
survey the question of Church and State in 
post-war Italy and explore such urgent is- 
sues as the Italy of tomorrow and the roles 
which old and new generations, and we of 
America, are destined or obligated to play 
in the shaping of it. 


Falange deals with another perspective 
of the picture of underground Fascism as 
given by Professors Salvemini and La Piana. 
This time it is underground Fascism strik- 
ing at our own hemisphere, north and 
south. To this Franco regime also the 
Vatican rendered valiant assistance. 

Mr. Chase does a workmanlike and more 
than ordinarily readable job of taking up 
the trail of these activities. Everywhere 
they have the same aim of accomplishing 
the destruction of democracy and of placing 
our hemisphere under the ostensible tutel- 
age of Spain—but really under that of 
Nazidom, of which Spain would appear to 
be little more than a limited autonomous 
region. Thus would stand completed the 
work which our own President Lincoln 
frustrated at the time the Vatican and 
France’s Louis Napoleon placed Maximil- 
lian on the Mexican “throne.” 

The author brings this whole set-up close 
to our shores. He finds the Falange main- 
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taining “an almost unbroken chain of ob- 
servation posts and secret radio stations in 
constant contact with surface submarines 
and surface raiders” between Miami, 
through the Caribbean, to Venezuela. Santo 
Domingo is the front for “one of the most 
powerful fifth columns,” the Nazis have 
succeeded in establishing in the Americas. 
In Colombia—lying next to our Panama 
Canal—Franco himself is discovered in 
flagrant offense fomenting a plot to over- 
throw the government, like the one, which 
overthrew the Republic of Spain. 

Even within our own confines the con- 
spiracy works day and night with the en- 
couragement of outstanding personalities. 
It maintains headquarters in one of the 
leading New York hotels under the front 
of the “Casa de Espana.” The German 

eneral, von Faupel, real head of the 
Falange, gives orders for our country too. 
He thinks it wiser, for United States con- 
sumption, to change the name of Falange 
to Club Isabel y Fernando. A Falange 
handbook mentions among the names of 
“foreign sympathizers,” men like Denis 
Cardinal Dougherty. Coughlin’s Social 
Justice “had become in many respects a 
house organ for the Falange,” finds the 
author. Rallies are held on religious prem- 
ises. One of the most notorious propagan- 
dists is an American woman then styling 
herself as the Marquesa de Cienfuegos. 
Monsignor Fulton Sheen is heard hailing 
her as “one of the living martyrs” of his- 
tory. The Catholic Digest describes her as 
“the world’s greatest woman orator in the 
fight against communism.” Later this same 
Marquesa blossoms out as Jane Anderson, 
a Nazi short wave speaker—better known 
in the American press as Jane Anderson 
Lady Haw Haw. And in due time Fulton 
Sheen’s “‘martyr’”’ is indicted by a federal 
grand jury as a traitor to her country.

CHICAGO BLUEPRINT, by John L. Balder- 
ston. Alfred A. Knopf, 127 pp. $1.00. 
There has been what amounts to a con- 
spiracy of silence to prevent the wide dis- 
tribution and reading of Chicago Blueprint 
by John L. Balderston. It is a remarkable 
book which should be read by every Ameri- 
can who is sick and tired of the sniping and 
intellectual sabotage that continues to be 
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carried on by certain sections of the press 
which obviously has learned nothing from 
Pearl Harbor. 

Chicago Blueprint is a fictionalized ac- 
count of the use made by Hitler of the 
premature publication by the Chicago Trib- 
une immediately before Pearl Harbor of 
the secret joint staff report to President 
Roosevelt. 

You will remember that the Chicago 
Tribune, the Washington Times Herald and 
the Los Angeles Examiner on December 4, 
1941, published and revealed the secret 
“M” Day mobilization plans for all the 
world to see. 

Chicago Blueprint is a fictionalized in- 
dictment of an unprecedented incident in 
American journalism. The author imag- 
ines himself at the desk of German. staff 
officers to whom the extracts and abstrac- 
tions and paraphrases from our joint board 
blueprint were betrayed on December 24, 
1941. He then goes on to show how Hitler 
used the premature publication of these 
plans to get the Japs to spring the trap at 
Pearl Harbor. 

Chicago Blueprint was obviously written 
in the white heat of indignation and fury. 
It is by all odds the most brilliant and in- 
spired piece of pamphleteering this com- 
mentator has come across in many a year. 

It is reminiscent of Swift’s sardonic essay 
on the potato famine in Ireland. It is being 
killed by what amounts to a conspiracy of 
silence.

These critics, who still cling to the atti- 
tude of big brothers towards China and 
hope that China of tomorrow will work out 
her salvation under the tutelage of Anglo- 
American Powers and play second fid- 
dle to conserve Anglo-American world 
hegemony, have been shocked by the out- 
spoken expressions of the most renowned 
of the modern Chinese philosopher-states- 
men who has dared to tell the unpleasant 
truth about hypocrisy of Anglo-American 
statesmen in their dealings with China and 
their general attitude towards Asian Inde- 
pendence. They are still more disconcerted 
with the intimation by the author that un- 
less the attitude of the Anglo-American 
world changes, there might develop an 
Indo-Chinese-Russian understanding. 


Dr. Lin makes it clear that all Asia is in 
revolt against the curse of “White Peril” 
and demands that there should be a single 
standard of international morality to be 
measured by Freedom and moral worth of 
man. His unpardonable sin is that he 
speaks out in unmistakable terms in favor 
of Indian Freedom and in opposition to 
return of British, French and Dutch Im- 
perialisms in South East Asia. 


Dr. Lin believes in a real United Nations 
organization while he mercilessly unmasks 
the real meaning of the much-talked “New 
World Order” and “the organization of a 
world police force”, which would really 
mean Anglo-American world domination 
through superior naval and air power. He 
warns America about the danger of an 
Anglo-American Alliance to uphold British 
imperialism in Asia. 

He has earned the wrath of those who 
talk glibly about materialist conception of 
history, as if man is a machine-product and 
thus ignore the worth of human personal- 
ity. True Christians will blush with shame 
while reading Dr. Lin’s indictment of the 
modern western and Christian civilization 
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where the teachings of Jesus are not being 
put in practice, but “‘power-worship” has 
brought about bloody carnages of.recent 
years. He shows his audacity by asserting 
that western barbarism might be humanized 
through the practice of some of the simple 
precepts of Chinese philosophy. 

This epoch-making work is the political 
testament of revitalized Asia, it breathes 
the wrath of desperation and righteous in- 
dignation, hopes and aspirations of the sub- 
merged and down-trodden half of human- 
ity. Imperialists will shudder with the con- 
tents of the book, which makes the issue 
that in future Empire Systems—Asiatic or 
western—must go. But those who believe 
in human brotherhood to be attained 
through Freedom and equality of men and 
not Racial Superiority and arrogance should 
find the work stimulating.

THE Apost Le, by Sholem Asch, Translated 
by Maurice Samuels, G. P. Putnam’s 
Sons, N. Y., 1943, 804 pp., $3. 


The Apostle does not carry the convic- 
tion, either as a character study or as a work 
of art, of The Nazarene, the reason being 
not hard to find. Surely the simple human- 
ity and direct appeal of the Rabbi of Naza- 
reth are an easier theme and a more grateful 
subject for a novelist than that strange 
double-personality of Saul-Paul. 

However, the author has again produced 
a masterpiece of fiction, with pages of mag- 
nificent description of life in the Mediter- 
ranean cities of the first century A.D. The 
author makes the Rome of Calligula and 
of Nero come to life with a touch of 
terrifying realism, and his sketches of the 
early Christian leaders and their follow- 
ers represent a remarkable achievement of 
imaginative writing when one recalls that 
the historical material at hand is at best 
meagre and unreliable. The character of 
Paul is recreated with utter sympathy and 
with a degree of understanding uncanny in 
one not a part of the Christian tradition. 
The novel is a distinguished contribution 
to the field of historical fiction and adds 
another laurel leaf to the already ample 
crown of the author.
